National-Bank Changes Under the Financial Act of 1900.—The financial 
act approved March 14, 1900, contained the following changes in the provi- 
sions of the national-bank act: 

National banking associations which theretofore had been entitled to re- 
ceive circulating notes from the Controller of the Currency to an amount not 
exceeding 90 per cent of the bonds deposited are entitled by this act to receive 
circulation to an amount equaling the deposit of bonds, not exceeding in the 
aggregate, however, the capital stock actually paid in. It is also provided that 
no national banking association shall be entitled to receive from the Controller 
of the Currency, or to issue or reissue or place in circulation, more than one-third 
in amount of its circulating notes of the denomination of $5. The semi-annual 
duty on national-bank circulation is reduced from one-half to one-fourth of 1 
per cent where secured by 2 per cent consols of 1930. Circulation secured by 
other classes of bonds is still subject to the semi-annual duty of one-half of 1 per 
cent. The act repeals so much of the act of July 12, 1882, as prohibits any 
national bank, which makes a deposit of lawful money in order to withdraw its 
circulating notes, from receiving an increase of its circulation for the period of 
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six months from the time it made such deposit of lawful money for that pur- 
pose. Provision is also made for the incorporation of national banks, by sanc- 
tion of the Secretary of the Treasury, with capital of not less than $25,000 in any 
place the population of which does not exceed 3,000 inhabitants. 

Since the new law went into effect, and covering the period from March 
14th to October 31, 1900, the Controller of the Currency has approved 509 appli- 
cations to organize national banks, of which 382 were for banks with capital of 
Jess than $50,000, and 127 with capital of $50,000 or more. Eighty of the appli- 
cations were from state banks proposed to be converted under the provisions of 
Section 5154 of the Revised Statutes; 173 from state or private banks proposed 
to liquidate for the purpose of reorganization under the national banking law, and 
256 from those contemplating primary organizations. 

Since October 31, 1899, 383 banks, with an authorized capital of $20,025,000, 
have been chartered, of which 348 completed their organizations between March 
14th and October 31, 1900. Sixty-two of the banks organized since March 14th, 
with capital aggregating $4,560,000, were conversions; 123, with capital of 
$5,605,000, reorganizations of state and private banks, and 163, with capital of 
$7,310,000, primary organizations. Two hundred and forty-nine of the banks 
organized since March 14th were with capital of less than $50,000, the great 
majority being with the minimum amount required, namely, $25,000, the aggre- 
gate capital being $6,575,000, and 99 with capital of $50,000 or over, the aggre- 
gate capital for this class being $10,900,000. Bonds deposited by both classes 
amount in the aggregate to $5,348,200, only about 30 per cent of the maximum 
which might be deposited. 

The provision which authorizes the organization of national banks with a 
minimum capital of $25,000 in places not exceeding 3,000 in population, while 
formerly the minimum was fixed by law at $50,000 for capital in places not ex- 
ceeding 6,000 inhabitants; has enabled many of the remoter sections and smaller 
communities to secure necessary banking facilities. That the provision thus made 
has been widely appreciated is evidenced by the statistics. Particular reference 
is made to the organizations in Texas, Oklahoma, Indian Territory, Iowa, and 
other middle and western sections. 

Loans and Currency—The interest-bearing debt July 1, 1900, included unma- 
tured United States bonds outstanding amounting to $1,023,443,390, there having 
been a reduction since July 1, 1899, of $22,567,530. This was brought about by 
the purchase, under announcement of the Secretary of the Treasury on Novem- 
ber 15, 1899, of 4 per cent bonds, funded loan of 1907, amounting to $14,310,350, 
and 5 per cent bonds, loan of 1904, in the amount of $4,990,300. There were 
also redeemed, under the Secretary’s call of May 18, 1900, United States bonds of 
the funded loan of 1891, continued at 2 per cent, in the amount of $3,384,650. 
The total reduction in these three loans up to July 1, 1900, was $22,685,300, but 
the net reduction, as stated above, was $22,567,530, there having been issued 
during the fiscal year 3 per cent bonds, loan of 1908-1918, amounting to $113,- 
920, and $3,850 in 4 per cent bonds, funded loan of 1907, in conversion of refund- 
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ing certificates, of which $1,490 were issued in payment of accrued interest on 
said certificates. 

The call of May 18, 1900, was for the redemption of the bonds of the funded 
‘oan of 1891, continued at 2 per cent, the amount being $25,364,500, and August 
18, 1900, being fixed as the date of maturity. 

The amount of refunding certificates of the act of February 26, 1879, out- 
standing July 1, 1900, was $35,470. In the last annual report it was recom- 
mended that Congress limit the time within which such certificates may be con- 
verted into the + per cent bonds, funded loan of 1907, but no action was taken. 
In view of the provisions of the act of March 14, 1900, under which the outstand- 
ing 4 per cent bonds, funded loan of 1907, are exchangeable for the 2 per cent 
bonds of the act of March 14, 1900, the above recommendation is renewed, as is 
also the recommendation that the Secretary of the Treasury be authorized to 
redeem in cash any of such certificates on presentation, and to pay the accrued 
interest thereon to date of redemption. 

The changes in the amounts of the several kinds of money in the United 
States outside the Treasury between November 1, 1899, and November 1, 1900, 
are shown in the table following:

The estimated population of the United States November 1, 1899, was 76,- 
699,000, and the per capita supply of money outside the Treasury was $25.60. The 
estimated population and per capita supply of money November 1, 1900, were 
76,891,000 and $27.82, respectively, 

Refunding the Public Debt.—The act of March 14, 1900, contained a provi- 
sion for the refunding of certain outstanding bonds, bearing interest at 3 per 
cent, 4 per cent, and 5 per cent, into 2 per cent thirty-year bonds, payable, prin- 
cipal and interest, in United States gold coin of the present standard value. In 
pursuance of this a circular was published March 14, 1900, calling the attention 
of the owners of United States registered and coupon bonds of the above loans to 
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the provisions of the law and setting forth the terms upon which said exchanges 
might be made, namely, the outstanding bonds to be surrendered at a valuation 
equal to their present worth, to yield an income of 21% per cent per annum, the 
2 per cent bonds to be issued at par in amounts equal to the par value of the 
bonds surrendered, and the sum representing the difference between the present 
worth of the surrendered bonds and their par value to be paid to the owners 
of the bonds by the Treasurer of the United States. The new bonds were dated 
April 1, 1900. The surrender of the outstanding bonds began immediately upon 
the publication of the circular. At first the exchanges were principally of bonds 
held by the Treasurer of the United States to secure the circulating notes of 
national banks and public deposits in national-bank depositaries, but the sur- 
render of bonds held by others than national banking institutions was by no 
means insignificant. 

Owing to great pressure upon the Bureau of Engraving and Printing in 
preparing plates for new national banks and plates for old national banks which, 
up to that time, had no outstanding currency of greater denominations than $5, 
it was impracticable to prepare plates for and print the new bonds with the usual 
punctuality of the Bureau. To obviate any inconvenience to the Department 
and to the owners of the bonds, it was decided to issue temporary bonds and to 
hold the same in the Department, those representing bonds to be lodged with the 
Treasurer of the United States as security for circulation or deposits to be imme- 
diately delivered to the Treasurer for that purpose, and those representing all 
other bonds to be held by the Register of the Treasury in trust for the owners, 
pending the receipt and preparation of the permanent bonds. This proceeding 
enabled the Department to carry on all the operations of refunding without 
material delay. The permanent registered bonds were received from the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing in July and the coupon bonds in September, and their 
substitution for the temporary bonds was speedily effected. Up to and including 
November 15, 1900, there were received for exchange $352,083,450 of the three 
classes of bonds in question, and an equal amount of the 2 per cent thirty-year 
honds issued in their place. On November 21 the Secretary gave public notice 
that refunding would be indefinitely suspended at the close of business on Decem- 
ber 31, 1900. The considerations which induced this action may be briefly stated : 

First—Nine months will have elapsed since the passage of the refunding act. 
Thus the holders of bonds will have had abundant opportunity to make the ex- 
change authorized. 

Second—To leave the privilege open indefinitely is simply to give a con- 
tinuing option to bondholders without any sufficient consideration to the Treasury. 

Third—It may be fairly assumed that, with this privilege discounted at the 
close of the year, refunding in the meantime will be stimulated, and that the total 
refunding to that date will approximate $400,000,000. ' 

Fourth—The sinking-fund law contemplates the retirement of the interest- 
bearing public debt, either by payment or purchase of substantially $50,000,000 
per annum. 
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Fifth—The refunding of $400,000,000 will leave outstanding and maturing 
within the next eight years, say, $439,000,000, or an average of something more 
than $50,000,000 per year. 

It will, of course, remain open for the Department to resume refunding, 
should the interests of the Government and the general conditions of finance 
make such a course desirable. 

Reduction of Revenue-——From the estimates of receipts and expenditures 
for the fiscal year 1902 there promises to be an excess of receipts to the amount 
of $26,000,000. It is hardly necessary to point out that estimates are at best 
approximate. Exigencies in the public service which can not be anticipated may 
require expenditures not contemplated. Congressional appropriations, extra- 
ordinary in character, or failures to realize fully estimated revenues, are also 
influences which may operate seriously to derange all advance calculations. A 
conservative margin should, therefore, be reserved in forecasting definite results 
based on hypothetical calculations. 

An annual excess in receipts over expenditures is the best indorsement of 
the national credit, while a deficit is a depressing factor in public finance. It 
has been our wise policy in the past to reduce the public debt in time of peace, and 
to this good policy may be attributed, to a high degree, the low rates of interest, 
hitherto unprecedented, which now attach to our government debt obligations. It 
is true that for a period of six vears from 1894 to 1899, inclusive, annual deficits 
appeared ; but it may be hoped that this was a temporary interruption to a history 


of twenty-eight years, when each year showed annual expenditures less than 


annual revenues. 

The operation of the act of February 25, 1862, providing for a sinking fund, 
contemplates the payment or purchase and cancellation of substantially $50,000,- 
000 annually of our interest-bearing debt obligations. Owing to the unfavorable 
conditions in the Treasury during the six years referred to, the sinking fund was 
entirely neglected. 

In the absence of any expression to the contrary, it may be safely assumed 
that it is the desire of Congress to observe faithfully the general requirements of 
the sinking-fund act, and to provide revenue sufficient to meet the charges thus 
imposed upon the Government. The present and prospective easy condition of 
the Treasury justifies the belief that the sinking fund requirement can be met, 
both for the current fiscal year and for the next fiscal year, and still permit a 
moderate reduction in taxes imposed by the war-revenue act. <A reduction to the 
amount of $30,000,000 is therefore recommended to the consideration of the 
present Congress. 

The Money Standard and the Currency.—The operation of the act of 
March 14th last with respect to these two important-matters of our finances has 
well exemplified its wisdom. Confidence in the purpose and power of the Gov- 
ernment to maintain the gold standard has been greatly strengthened. The resuli 
is that gold flows toward the Treasury instead of away from it. At the date of 
this report the free gold in the Treasury is larger in amount than at any former 
period in our history. Including the $150,000,000 reserve, the gold in the 
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Treasury belonging to the Government amounts to over $242,000,000, while the 
Treasury holds, besides, more than $230,000,000, against which certificates have 
been issued. 

That provision of the act which liberalized the conditions of bank-note 
issue was also wise and timely. Under it, as previously shown in this report, 
there has been an increase of some $77,000,000 in bank-note issues. To this fact 
may be chiefly attributed the freedom from stress for currency to handle the large 
harvests of cotton, wheat and corn. In this respect the year has been an excep- 
tion to the general rule of stringency which for several years has so plainly marked 
the autumn season. 

Nevertheless, the measures referred to, prolific as they have been in good 
results, will yet need reinforcement in some particulars. Thus, as to the redemp- 
tion fund provided for in said act, while the powers conferred upon the Secretary 
are probably ample to enable a zealous and watchful officer to protect fully the 
gold reserve, there appears to be lacking sufficient mandatory requirement to fur- 
nish complete confidence in the continued parity, under all conditions, between 
our two forms of metallic money, silver and gold. Upon this point further legis- 
lation may become desirable. 


As to the currency, while the liberalizing of conditions has, as previously 


noted, found response in a necessary increase of bank-note issues, there is under 
our present system no assurance whatever that the volume of bank currency will 
be continuously responsive to the country’s needs, either by expanding as such 
needs require or by contracting when superfluous in amount. The truth is that, 
safe and desirable as is our currency system in many respects, it is not properly 
related. The supply of currency is but remotely, if at all, influenced by the ever- 
changing requirements of trade and industry. It is related most largely, if not 
entirely, to the price of Government bonds in the market. Between the needs 
of trade and commerce for a medium of exchange and for instruments of credit, 
which a proper bank note furnishes, and*the investment price or value of Govern- 
ment bonds, which is at present the most influential factor in determining the 
currency supply, there is no discernible relation whatever. 


BANK OF ENGLAND GOVERNMENT: 


The Bank of England board is made up of representatives of London’s 
commercial houses rather than of its bankers, and for that reason, in a doubtful 
case, is apt to give more weight to the arguments of general trade than to those 
of the money market proper, says the New York Post. Ordinarily, this would 
mean, of course, that a sharp advance in money rates, which might embarrass 
ihe mercantile community, is deferred as long as possible. Last autumn they 
deferred too long, and sprecipitated a serious scare when they had to do, sud- 
cenly, what they might have done by easy stages. They made a similar mistake in 
the preceding spring, when the bank's percentage of reserve was allowed to fall 
to 33 per cent. 
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REPORT OF THE CONTROLLER OF THE 
CURRENCY. 


The annual report of Charles G. Dawes, Controller of the Currency, for the 
year ended October 31, 1900, starts with a summary of the reports made during 
the year by the national banks in response to the call of the Controller, which 
shows the aggregate resources of the 3,871 national banks reporting on Septem- 
ber 5, 1900, to be $5,048,138,499.29. Between the September call of 1899 and 
1900 loans and discounts increased $170,008,391.46. The loans and discounts 
on September 5, 1900, were $2,686,759,642.57, and individual deposits were 
$2,508,248,557.53. 

The capital stock of national banks reporting on September 5th was $630,- 
299,030. In the review of the operations of national banks under the cur- 
rency act of March 14, 1900, the report shows that out of approximately one 
thousand informal applications for authority to organize national banks, filed in 
anticipation of and as a result of the law, 509 have been made 
for and have been approved by the Controller between March 
14 and October 31, 1900. From the 509 formal applications came 348 
actual organizations of banks between March 14th and October 31st. Of these 
348 banks actually organized, 249 were banks of less than $50,000 capital, repre-

senting a total capitalization of $6,575,000, and 99 were banks which could 


have been organized under the old law with an individual capital of $50,000 or 
over, representing a total capitalization of $10,900,000. The bonds deposited 
to secure circulation by these new institutions between March 14th and October 


31st was $5,548,200, or only about 30 per cent of the maximum which might 
have been deposited. 

The total increase in the circulation secured by Government bonds of all 
national banks in the system, since March 14, 1900, has been $82,454,270. The 
total outstanding circulation on October 31, 1900, was $331,613,268, of which 
$327,784,204 is secured by lawful money and is in process of retirement. The total 
hond-secured circulation on October 31, 1900, was $298,829,064. On October 31, 
1900, there were 3,935 national banks in operation, with a combined capital of 
$632,502,395. The combined resources of the national banks being over $5,000,- 
090.000, is greater than at any time heretofore. 

In complying with the requirements of Section 333, providing that the Con- 
troller shall suggest amendments for the improvement of the banking law, he 
first calls attention to the fact that under Section 1 of the act of July 12, 1882, 
under which extensions of national bank charters may be granted by the Con- 
troller, he is limited by the act to one extension of twenty years’ duration. Under 
this section the charters of 1,737 national banks were extended for a term of 
twenty years from the date of expiration of their first charter. The first of the 
extended charters will expire on July 14, 1902, and the others will follow in due 
course. The Controller then says: 
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“Without additional legislation authorizing a further extension, a bank 
desiring to continue in business under the national system whose corporate ex- 
istence has been once extended will be compelled to go into liquidation at the 
expiration of the period of its extension and reorganize as a new association. 

“This course will render necessary the complete winding up of the affairs of 
the expiring bank, the retirement of its circulation, the withdrawal of its bonds, 
and the issuing of a new certificate of authority by the Controller, with a dis- 
tinctively new title and charter number, as is at present the case with an entirely 
new organization. While the reorganized association might continue to be 
in all respects the same bank, with practically the same stockholders, directors and 
officers, the legislation hereinafter recommended would render unnecessary these 
steps, which would be attended with inconvenience both to the business public 
and the banks. 

“T therefore respectfully recommend an amendment of Section 1 of the act 
of July 12, 1882, authorizing the Controller of the Currency to extend for a 
further period of twenty years, under the conditions and limitations imposed by 
said act, the charter of such expiring association as may desire to continue in 
the national banking system.” 

The most important recommendation made by the Controller, and_ that 
which is the chief feature of the report, is one for additional restrictions upon 
loans to directors and executive officers of banks. The Controller states that the 
large percentage of bank failures attributable to excessive loans to directors and 
officers, which amounted to sixty-two failures, or 17 per cent of the total failures 
of national banks, led him to a careful investigation as to all director’s loans now 
outstanding in the national banks of the country. 

This investigation showed that on June 29, 1900, the date of the Controller’s 
call for a statement of condition from the national banks, that of 28,709 direc- 
tors of national banks in the country 18,534 were directly or indirectly indebted 
to national banks under their management. The aggregate sum owed by these 
18,534 borrowing directors and 2,279 officers and employes who were not direc- 
tors was $202,287,441. As the capital stock of the national banks of the coun- 
try on June 29 was $631,536,461, it follows that the direct and indirect liability 
of directors and officers amounted to 32.55 per cent, or about one-third the 
capital. These direct and indirect liabilities of directors and officers to banks 
under their management amounted to 7.75 per cent of the total loans and dis- 
counts of the national system. 

The Controller then says: 

“While these tables do not necessarily indicate that national banking officers 
and directors as a whole abuse their privileges, and many of these directors’ loans 
are among the safest owned by the creditor banks, the Controller believes the 
tables show clearly the great importance of a properly framed law placing addi- 
tional restrictions and safeguards around these loans, in which, the experience of 
the banking system teaches, is involved the greatest danger of the improper and 
lax use of banking funds.” 

The Controller includes a copy of the bill introduced at the last session of 
Congress by Hon. Marriott Brosius, chairman of the Committee on Banking and 
Currency (H. R. 12043, Fifty-sixth Congress, first session), which has had his 
careful consideration, and the passage of which with some additions he earnestly 
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recommends. This bill has been drawn so as to insure a greater degree of safety 
in loans to directors and officers with what is believed to be a minimum of incon- 
venience to such officers consistent with the safety of such transactions. It prop- 
erly recognizes the distinction in the relations of directors to a bank and those 
sustained by executive officers. 

It will be noted that the provision made by this bill for the fixing of a line 
of credit for each director in advance reduces to a minimuin the inconvenience of 
the greater supervision proposed. After such a line of credit has been fixed by 
the board of directors for an individual director, he will be no more hampered 
within that limit under the proposed law than he is at present. 

The text of this bill is printed in the report. In substance, it provides that 
no national bank shall loan to its officers or employes until the proposition for 
the loan shall have been submitted in writing to the directors or executive com- 
mittee of the bank and approved by the majority of them. A fine is fixed for 
infractions of this section. It provides that at any regular meeting the directors 
of a national bank may fix by resolution the limit of credit which shall be ex- 
tended to any director. Within the limit of credit thus fixed the executive officers, 
in their discretion, may loan to directors without other action by the board. 

The present need is for an amendment to the provision which, while com- 
pelling, under penalty, the safe and proper distribution of loans of larger banks, 
will enable them to loan more nearly the same per cent of their total assets, which 
the present provision allows to small banks. In this way the officers of larger 
banks can supply the proper needs of the larger communities without disregard- 
ing the law, and the Controller can hold them under personal penalty to strict 
observance of the amended law, which, when disregarded, would indicate improper 
distribution of loans, something which infractions of the present provisions in 
the case of many banks do not necessarily indicate. 

The greater ratio borne by banking resources to banking capital in the larger 
communities, as compared with a like ratio in smaller communities, is respon- 
sible for the defective and unequal working of the present provision. The law 
limiting loans to 10 per cent of the capital, when applied to the 3,400 banks of 
the smaller communities of the country, as a whole, would allow the loaning of 
1.56 per cent of their total assets to one individual. As compared with this, the 
banks of the city of New York, on the average, could not loan over fifty-seven 
one-hundredths of 1 per cent of their total assets to any one individual ; the banks 
of Chicago not over seventy one-hundredths per cent of their total assets; the 
banks of St. Louis not over 1.21 per cent of their total assets; the banks of other 
reserve cities not over 1.10 per cent of their total assets. 

This provision, as it stands at present, constitutes an incentive to the making 
of loans the larger in proportion to the total assets of banks in smaller communi- 
ties, where, as a rule, large loans which are safe are the most difficult to secure, 
while in the larger business centers of the country, where commercial conditions 
create a certain demand, both from banks and borrowers, for large and safe loans, 
its effect is the reverse to such an extent as to be injurious. 

The Controller states that in his judgment the present provision when 
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properly altered, should allow the banks of larger communities to have more 
nearly the privilege of loaning a given per cent of their total assets to one indi- 
vidual, which now belongs, under a strict compliance with the present provi- 
sion, to the banks of the smaller communities. He suggests that after the words, 
in Section 5200, “shall at no time exceed one-tenth part of the amount of capi- 
tal stock of such association actually paid in,” the following words: 

“Provided, That the restriction of this section as to the amount of total 
liabilities to any association of any person, or of any company, corporation, or 
firm, for money borrowed shall not apply where a loan in excess of one-tenth 
part of the capital stock shall be less than 2 per cent of the total assets of said bank 
at the time of making said loan. Said loan shall be at all times protected by col- 
lateral security equal to or greater in value than the excess in the amount of said 
loan over one-tenth of the capital stock.” 

Under the section thus amended the capital of a bank will be protected, 
inasmuch as no loan in excess of the 10 per cent limit can then be made, except 
upon proper collateral security. 

The question of those laws which affect the right of one national bank to 
consider as a cash resource a deposit in another national bank, called its reserve 
agent, is one of great importance and involves the most fundamental principles of 
safe banking. In times of financial crisis, such as 1893, when there are wide- 
spread withdrawals in currency, not only in reserve cities, but throughout the 
country, the reserve cities are subjected to a strain which endangers the stability 
of the entire banking system. The reserve banks, as a rule, recognizing the insta- 
bility of bank balances, must loan a large proportion of their money on call. To 
secure sufficient call loans they must go to the speculative exchanges, and the in- 
jurious results of that practice are easily understood. It is only by loaning money 
on speculative securities that the banks are enabled to pay the high rates of 
interest on bank-deposit balances which form the attraction to the country banks 
for the deposit of so much larger a portion of their funds in New York than 
is needed for the clearance of exchange. During the summer of 1899 there 
occurred a marked demonstration of the evil effects of this practice upon the 
legitimate business of the country. At that time there was a marked slackening 
in the demand for money in the interior of the country, and the banks of that 
section found it difficult to safely loan their funds. As a result, the interest paid 
by eastern reserve agents upon deposit balances attracted an immense surplus 
to New York and other eastern cities. 

In the panic of 1893 the New York banks refused to ship currency in re- 
sponse to demand from banks in the interior for a considerable time, showing 
in the extreme test of panic that the reserve which had been counted as cash by 
the banks of the country was not, in fact, at all times available to enable them to 
meet the demands of their depositors. While restrictions placed upon the power 
of banks to count as banking reserve so large a portion of money on deposit in 
reserve cities will not have the effect of preventing speculative transactions in 
money centers, it will not have a tendency to encourage them to so great an 
extent as does the present law, at a risk at times to the best interests of legiti- 
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mate business and at the cost of weakening the banking system as a whole by 
creating too great a disproportion between the aggregate cash resources ani 
aggregate deposit liabilities. 

The Controller believes that under the present law regarding reserve cities 
too great latitude is now given the banks in connection with the use of the reserve, 
the primary object of which is the protection of the depositors of the banks, 
and he recommends that amendments to the laws be passed requiring that a larger 
proportion of the reserve should be kept in cash in the vaults of the bank. By 
increasing the restrictions upon the right of banks to count deposits with reserve 
agents as cash, a firmer and safer foundation will be built under the deposit 
credits of the country, and it is the belief of the Controller that in times of liqui- 
dation the greater strength of the banks will more than compensate them for the 
loss of the small amount of interest on a portion of their balances which may be 
due to a change in the present law. 

It is therefore recommended that Section 5192 of the Revised Statutes of 
the United States be amended so that under its provisions but one-fifth instead 
of three-fifths of the reserve of 15 per cent required by law to be kept by banks 
not reserve agents may consist of balances due to reserve banks ; and that Section 
5195 of the Revised Statutes of the United States, which authorizes banks in 
smaller reserve cities to keep one-half of their lawful money reserve in balances 
in central reserve cities, be repealed. 

The Controller repeats the recommendation made by his predecessors that 
the present law should be so amended as to provide fixed salaries for bank exam- 
iners, to be paid from a fund collected from the banks, to take the place of the 
fee system now in force. The amount allowed an examiner for the examination 


of smaller banks is not sufficient to compensate him for the time necessary in 


many cases for an extended examination. The present system encourages, to 
too great an extent, superficiality in examinations, and interferes greatly with 
the proper and wise apportionment of time of examiners among the different 
banks. 

Among other recommendations, the Controller strongly urges laws regu- 
Jating international and intercolonial banking as distinguished from domestic 
banking, and prints in an appendix the result of investigations into banking 
conditions in Porto Rico, Hawaii and the Philippines. 


KANSAS MONEY NOW ON DEPOSIT. 


The total individual deposits in Kansas banks—state, private and national 
-—are now known to be about $61,000,000. On September 1st the deposits 
in state and private banks aggregated $31,645,670; on September 5th, the de- 
povits in the national banks amounted to $29,195,081—total, $60,840,751. The 
per cent of reserve in the state and private banks is 51.11, in the national 41.73. 
The deposits show an average of about $43.50 per capita of the entire population 
of the state, and have about doubled in four years. 
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REPORT OF THE TREASURER OF THE 
UNITED STATES. 


Hon. Ellis H. Roberts, Treasurer of the United States, in submitting to 
Secretary Gage the annual report on the operations and condition of the Treas- 
ury, remarks that the growth and prosperity of the country and the general 
activity of business are reflected in the transactions of his office. The net ordi- 
nary revenues of the Government for the fiscal year were $567,240,852, the 
largest in the history of the country, exceeding those of 1866, the next highest, 
by $47,291,288. The increase of $51,280,232 over the preceding year was con- 
tributed to from all the general sources, but chiefly, of course, from customs 
and internal revenue. On the side of the expenditures there was a net decrease 
of $117,358,388 in comparison with 1899, so that the deficiency of $89,111,560 
for that year was converted into a surplus of $79,527,060 in 1900. The gross 
receipts under .warrant, including those on account of the public debt, were 
$1,387,299,262, and the disbursements $1,195,943,472, a large increase on both 
sides over the previous year. 

With the exception of July, 1899, when there was a deficiency of $8,506,832, 
a surplus was realized for every month of the year, the one for June being 
the largest, at $17,895,159. The largest receipts for a single day were $5,199,513, 
February 26, 1900, and the largest expenditures $4,803,000, July 3, 1900. The 
largest surplus on any one day was $4,047,396, August 29th, and the largest de- 
ficiency, $2,318,621, July 5, 1899. 

Promptly on the enactment of the new financial law the divisions of issue 
and redemption therein provided for were established, and to them were trans- 
ferred the records and accounts relating to the issue and redemption of United 
States notes, gold certificates, silver certificates and currency certificates. Up to 
October 1, 1900, $22,530,854 in United States notes and $3,594,708 in Treasury 
notes were redeemed in gold out of the reserve fund of $150,000,000. Each 
day the notes so redeemed were exchanged for gold from the general fund, so that 
the reserve was kept intact in amount and character. Besides this reserve fund, 
the trust funds, consisting of gold coin, silver dollars and bullion, and United 
States notes held for the redemption of certificates and Treasury notes, amounted 
on the day the act became a law to $723,062,283, and increased by November 1, 
1900, to $740,965,679. 

Exclusive of the reserve fund the available cash balance of the Treasury 
was greater June 30, 1900, by $24,887,193 than at the same date in 1899, but 
this gain was partly offset by a decrease of $8,663,273 in the next ensuing quar- 
ter. The cash assets beyond liabilities were $19,723,017, June 30, 1899 ; $50,327,- 
502, June 30, 1900; and $41,183,160, October 1, 1900. 

As the receipts of the Treasury were greater than the needs of the Govern- 


ment, various measures were adopted by the Secretary of the Treasury for the 
purpose of restoring the surplus moneys to the general circulation. The first 
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of these was a notice given September 13, 1899, that the quarterly interest due 
October 1st would be paid in advance. The prepayments amounted to $3,208,- 
027. On October 10th and December 14th like offers with respect to the interest 
falling due on the first days of the ensuing months were made, and payments 
amounting to $916,039 and $3,398,504 respectively, were advanced. A further 
proposal, also of October 10th, was for the prepayment of all interest to accrue 
up to July 1, 1900, at a rebate of two-tenths of one per cent a month after Novem- 
ber 1st. While the whole amount of interest involved was $25,896,538, the ten- 
ders from the holders of bonds were only $2,229,191, on which the rebate was 
$21,101. 

On November 15, 1899, an offer was made by the Secretary to purchase 
$25,000,000 of the 4 and 5 per cent bonds maturing in 1904 and 1907, at 112.75 
for the 4’s and 111 for the 5’s. The purchases amounted to $19,300,650, and 
$2,373,502 was paid for premium. On May 18, 1900, notice was given that the 
$25,364,500 then outstanding of the 2 per cent loan of 1891 would be paid on 
presentation. Up to November 1st the redemptions under this notice were $23,- 
109,500, leaving $2,255,000 outstanding. 

The exchange of 5 per cents, the old 4 per cents and the new 3 per cents 
for 2 per cent consols, under the provisions of the financial act, has proceeded 
steadily. The total amount of the exchangeable securities outstanding was $839,- 
146,340, and by June 30th $307,125,350, or 36.6 per cent, of them had been 
converted into the new 2’s. The premiums allowed under the provisions of 
the law amounted to $30,773,552, and in the transactions $30,404,850 was 
paid out of the Treasury, after the adjustments of interest and some other 
accounts. The saving of interest affected by the operation is placed at $42,592,- 
%71 and the net saving at $8,604,317. On October Ist, out of $296,755,130 in 
bonds held by the Treasurer as security for the circulating notes of nattonal 
banks, $263,075,000 were new 2’s. 

The aggregate amount of money of all kinds in circulation on October 1, 
1900, is estimated at $2,113,294,983, an increase of $180,810,744 in fifteen 
months, of which $94,440,930 was due to the enlarged use of gold and gold cer- 
tificates. The increase per capita was from $25.38 to $27.01. The per capita of 
gold at the latter date was $10.60, which is greater than that of all the cur- 
rency in 1862, while the total of gold is greater than all the circulation at 
any time previous to July, 1879. 

On October 1st, 39.24 per cent of the total circulation was in gold and gold 
certificates, 26.45 in silver dollars, silver certificates and Treasury notes, 15.36 
per cent in United States notes, and 15.11 per cent in national bank notes. It 
is a significant comparison that on June 30, 1890, the percentage of United 
States notes was 22.58. Two years earlier it was as high as 32.07. While the 
volume of United States notes, Treasury notes and silver certificates is limited 
by statutory provisions, the stock of gold is constantly growing. The metallic 
stock of money is estimated for October 1, 1900, at $1,059,288,820 in gold, $566,- 
355,367 in silver dollars and bullion and $86,000,748 in fractional silver coin, 
an aggregate of $1,711,644,935. 
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The act of March 14th strengthened the guarantee for the maintenance of 
the gold standard, both in providing for the setting apart of a reserve fund and 
in adding one-half to the $100,000,000 which in the practice of the Department 
was formerly maintained without specific statutory requirement. The ratio of 
the reserve to the fixed volume of United States notes was raised from 28.85 to 
43.27 per cent. While the ratio of the new reserve to the sum of both classes of 
legal tender notes was originally only 34 per cent, the gradual retirement of the 
$86,770,000 of Treasury notes outstanding at the passage of the act will reduce 
the demands on the fund to that extent. 

The inflow of gold in consequence of material conditions, prominent among 
which is a favorable trade balance averaging $563,283,209 in the last three years, 
will also co-operate with the statute. 

The amount of paper currency stamped with the seal of the Department and 
prepared for issue, during the year ending with September, 1900, was $523,192,- 
000, against $362,412,000 in the year preceding. The redemptions of worn 
material were $303,219,824 in the later period and $255,027,980 in the earlier. 
The increasing demand for notes of small denominations has been so heavy, and 
so fully met by the Department, that taking into account the gold coin, of the 
estimated total circulation of $2,113,294,983, on October Ist, only $426,045,022 
was in denominations larger than twenty dollars. 

The operations of the Treasury and its branches are conducted in increas- 
ing ratio in gold, the receipts of the fiscal year in that coin having increased 
$641,080,001, and the disbursements $560,642,128, over 1899. There is an in- 
crease in the circulation of standard silver dollars in the autumn of each year, 
followed by their return to the Treasury a few months later. This is an inci- 
dent to the movement of the crops, and to the free delivery by the Treasury 
of such coins. The amount in circulation November 1st was $73,479,469. 

The provisions made by Congress for the increase of the subsidiary silver 
coinage to $100,000,000 have been a great convenience, and the Department, 
through the Mint, has been able to supply all demands for these coins. The 
amount of them in circulation, which in January, 1890, was only $54,202,140, 
arose by October 1, 1900, to $79,432,193. The distribution of minor coins from 
the offices of the Treasury and Mint during the fiscal year amounted to $3,174,- 
971.01, against $1,926,983 the year before. There were transferred from the 
Treasury to the Mint, during the year, $403,210 in gold, $5,256,621 in silver, 
and $158,801 in minor coins, to be recoined. 

The Treasury each year is called upon to furnish small denominations of 
paper currency for use in the movement of the crops. The transfers are effected 
chiefly by the deposits of funds with the Assistant Treasurer in New York, in 
exchange for which the currency sought for is paid out at the subtreasuries in 
New Orleans, St. Louis and Chicago. The amount of these transactions during 
the past season, up to November Ist, was $8,436,000, against $3,970,000 in 1899. 

The act of April 12, 1900, provides for the substitution of United States 
coins for the Spanish coins of Porto Rico, estimated by experts at $5,920,000 
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pesos at the rate of sixty cents for each peso. The exchange was begun on May 
ist, when the provision went into effect, and by August 20th the sum of $5,470,- 
227.82 pesos had been received and paid for in $3,282,136.69 of American 
money. 

During the fiscal year there were detected and destroyed at the offices of 
the Treasury $11,146.70 in counterfeit silver coins, notes, and certificates, 3,277 
five-cent pieces, and 121,652 one-cent pieces. Comparison with the previous year 
shows no significant changes, excepting in the number of spurious minor coins 
in circulation, which are rapidly on the increase. Counterfeit gold coins are 
rare, only thirteen having been presented at the Treasury during the year. 

The operations under the new financial law involved great changes in the 
bonds held by the Treasurer in trust for national banks to secure circulating 
notes and public deposits. The total of these bonds in the Treasurer’s hands 
increased during the year from $229,688,110 to $284,378,040. Bonds of the 
State of Arkansas, for $160,000, formerly belonging to the Indian trust fund, 
have been paid. 

The national bank notes presented for redemption during the year amounted 
to $96,982,607, or 37.25 per cent of the average volume outstanding, an increase 
of $6,144,306 over 1899. The expense incurred in the redemption and assort- 
ment, including $31,767 fer transportation, amounted to $122,985, which sum 
will be apportioned among the banks at the rate of $1.33558 of their notes 
redeemed. 


DEMAND FOR SUBSIDIARY COIN. 


The demand for subsidiary coin throughout the South is unprecedented. At 
this season of the year, when crops must be harvested, there is always great 
demand for silver coin of less denomination than $1, but this year it has been 
greater than ever before. Perhaps this is due to the high price of cotton and 
ihe desire of farmers to have it picked out at once and sent to market, but, 
whatever the cause, the New Orleans mint has for weeks been rushing the output 
of subsidiary coin, and has ceased the striking of silver dollars. During August 
over $500,000 in subsidiary silver was coined, and that having been exhausted, 


another rush order was issued. The money is shipped on notices of deposit in 


‘the United States subtreasury, and goes to banks and bankers and large store- 

ae z 5 
keepers in the country towns of Texas, Louisiana, Mississippi, Alabama and 
Ceorgia mainly. 


CANADIAN REVENUE OF A YEAR. 


The revenue of the Dominion of Canada for the past fiscal year amounted 
to $50,927,941, showing a surplus of $7,940,392. The expenditures up to June 
20th on account of the raising and equipping of the regiments to be used in South 
Africa amounted to $1,536,149. 





THE POUND OF FLESH. 


THE POUND OF FLESH. 


“Tf thou wilt lend this money lend it not 

As to thy friends; (for when did friendship take 
A breed of barren metal of his friend ?) 

But lend it rather to thine enemy; 

Who, if he break, thou may’st with better face 
Exact the penalties.” 

Antonio exacted no interest, did neither lend nor borrow on advantage; 
Shylock was regarded by the world as an usurer, by himself as the hated and 
despised Jew. Human nature has a deal to do with business conduct. 

But it is well to remember that merchant and money loaner were not en- 
gaged in the same trade. Nor are they so engaged to-day. 

An analysis of the latent prejudices existing against the banker will reveal 
little real cause for dubbing him “old Skinflint” and “Shylock.” Yet he is not 
entirely beyond criticism. 

Although legally the deposit becomes the banker’s own he is still an agent. 
Ability to so manage the funds entrusted to his care, as that they shall not be 
dissipated in unwise loans, is understood by the intelligent depositor, and is one 
of the prime requisites in arousing his confidence. The banker must therefore 
collect his loans. He is in duty bound to his depositor so to do. If needs be, 
the law must be used to hammer the life out of a debtor who will not pay. Nor 
should sympathy deter. Justice demands what is rightly due. 

This truth none will deny. He who allows pity to swerve him from the 
direct course, to paralyze his energy, to cause him to yield to the importunity of 
distress, that it imperil the fortunes of the innocent, is unfaithful. Duty is 
impartial; it has neither friend nor foe. Loans are necessary to the life of the 
bank. They must be made. But not one dollar which lends its power to the 
beneficence of trade must be lost. No matter what it earns, and interest is fair 
and just, the dollar of the depositor must return to its owner without diminution 
or delay. 

Therefore, while caution is wise, justice is stern. The banker who does 
not use every possible means, that is honorable, to collect his dues, is unworthy. 
Thus it is true that there is no sentiment in business. Allowing the debtor to 
escape, at the possible expense of the innocent depositor, is illogical, unjust; it is 
even a perversion of sentiment. 

Moreover, money has market value. To take advantage of misfortune to 
raise a note is wrong. Short time loans, rigidly construed, rarely permit this. 
Original contracts, voluntary and above board, dictate their own terms. Money is 
worth what it will bring. Yet the good banker never forgets the reciprocal rela- 
tions between borrower and depositor. Liberal treatment must respond to volun- 
tary trust. The banker could not long be a “Shylock” if he would. 

Yet in the little things of his business the banker can be too exacting. And 
it is to this may be attributed much of popular prejudice. Not that popular 
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prejudice is deep-seated. Far from it. The political agitation of the past few 
years, the covert flings of the politicians, have but awakened the commercial 
mind of the country to the transcendant importance, the generous conduct, of 
the bank. Those who have been spurred to think, the farmer, the merchant, the 
manufacturer, the mechanic, now know that the bank drives its influence into 
the productive energies of the people that increase may follow. And with in- 
crease come happiness and content for all. Only the thoughtless cavil. 


The wise and upright judge pronounced the bond forfeit. The tender of 
three thousand ducats was not made in time. A pound of flesh alone would pay 
the debt. Horrible as it may seem, this was the new principle, under the new 
condition. It was justice. But, hold! No more, no less, by so much as the 
weight of a hair—a pound of flesh, and with no jot of blood. Shylock must 
no longer practice usury. : 

There are times in the career of every business man when his own failure 
is the failure of others. Yet this does not excuse him. Responsibility does 
not pass down the line of dependency. Days of imprisonment for debt are hap- 
pily over. Forfeits that imperil life are void. But the fulfillment of individual 
promise may not be shifted to others. 

Security for debt may still be taken, under the law. Property is still forfeit. 
And yet in many states the right of redemption still obtains undiminished. But 
conversion is necessary and right. He who follows the law may not be criticised. 
Considerations along these lines may be dismissed. The intelligence of any com- 
munity knows when undue advantage is taken. General recognition of right 
doing, and obeisance thereto, is sufficient protection anywhere where civilization 
is. 

No banker should permit continuous overdrafts, secured or unsecured, by 
any one. Nor should he formally loan money for a single day without interest. 
These things are contrary to the theory and spirit of banking. 

But to say that he shall, under no circumstances, even for one or two days, 
allow a good but unsecured overdraft to appear on his books, is folly and fatuous. 
This is not devotion to duty, but narrowmindedness. It is not the live-and-let- 
live principle. It is unfeeling, and will return with added force. It is not dis- 
creet, if it were wise. It denies the customer that trust which he voluntarily 
gives. It enters like steel into the heart of good will. Bankers and depositors are 
fellowmen. 

Just so can the banker well afford to be liberal in his interest calculations— 
not inexact, but liberal. To exact the last penny earned, to adopt and practice 
the most grasping rule for computation will cost far more than the gain. It 
is sacrificing a pound of good will for an ounce of profit. And persisted in will 
destroy any bank’s business. 

What is always to be remembered in banking is that its mainstay is mutual 
confidence. The banker who distrusts everybody is unworthy his calling. Nig- 
gardliness, in the small differences between business men, is obnoxious. As we 
have said elsewhere, the depositor has no right to claim special favor because 
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of his deposit, favor contrary to the theory and practice of banking, his debt is 
paid when his money is cared for and returned. But he has a right to a mutual 
adjustment of differences and such amenities as go with common trade through- 
out the world. A buyer has a right to have his purchases wrapped up. Custom 
determines the conduct of trade as to details which do not concern honor and 
justice. The banker cannot be a law unto himself. He is in the business world 
and of it; and he should strive to be as liberal as those with whom he deals. 
Favors in the way of money and paper conveniences should be freely be- 
stowed according to the taste and desire of the customer. A very few men will 
impose upon an attempt to please. As for a day or a dime, many and many a 
time, it is well to let them go. A bank has perpetual life. It can afford to lose 
them, provided its customers live—and remain.

BRITISH BANK PROFITS. 


In the first half of the present year one of the London banks made a profit 
of $1,850,000 and another cleared over $1,200,000. Three more ranged from 
$1,150,000 down to $650,000, the smallest figures being equivalent to $1,300,000 
in a year, or 10 per cent of $13,000,000. Banks that do as well as that are scarce 
in the United States. At least ten English banks, not including the Bank of 
England, made profits of more than $400,000 apiece in the first half of the 
present year. 


PROSPERITY ENJOYED BY BANKS. 


The annual address of J. J. Sullivan, of Cleveland, president of the Ohio 
State Bankers’ Association, showed that the banks have been enjoying great 
prosperity since 1896. In May, 1896, he said, the national banks of Ohio had on 
deposit $96,450,353.92, and the state banks, $62,723,002, while in May, 1900, the 
national banks had on deposit $160,515,611.88, and the state banks, $123,986,- 
452.46. The national banks of Ohio paid in taxes this year $1,009,909.38, and 
the state banks, $270,909.62. 
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FINANCIAL AND COMMERCIAL OUTLOOK. 


The quadrennial election of a president of the United States is again over, 
and with it has passed the uncertainty which always has a depressing effect on 
business. Although the result of the election was in a measure anticipated, the 
far-reaching effect of this event was not appreciated until the campaign was 
over and the question definitely settled for four years more. The stock market, 
always sensitive to rumors and predictions, had prior to November 6 remained 
fairly firm but dull. Immediately after that date there was a season of activity 
not experienced for several years. The average daily dealing in shares during 
the first two weeks after election was 1,500,000, although the end of the month 
witnessed some reduction in the amount of transactions as compared with the 
days immediately following the election. There have been some indications of 
a reaction, the public confidence seems not to have waned, speculation continues 
to be of large proportions, and stocks are seeking even higher levels. One of 
the notable facts in this upward movement of stocks is that many of the shares 
of both industrial and railroad corporations are higher than ever before in their 
history. 

Witk animated speculation in iron and steel stocks came the reports of re- 
sumption of operations in steel mills. Many of these have been idle for months 
past. Orders amounting to millions that were held back because of the election, 
or given with the option of recall in the case of Mr. Bryan becoming President, 
are now being filled. So great is the confidence of the railroad managers in the 
business outlook that many improvements are being contemplated which will 
increase carrying capacity. 

The export trade continues to increase rapidly. The trade balance is al- 
ready enormously in our favor, and the report of the Bureau of Statistics for 
October gives promise of making the year 1900 one of _ the 
greatest ever recorded in the _ history of our foreign com- 
merce. The month of October has broken all _ previous  rec- 
ords, and the exports for the ten months of this year surpass the correspond- 
ing number of months for any preceding year. The total exports during the 
month of October were $163,093,597, which is practically double the amount 
exported in 1894. The total for the ten months of 1900 is $1,194,775,205, 
which total exceeds the total of imports by almost $500,000,000. In 1894, dur- 
ing this same period, our exports only exceeded our imports by $97,000,000. ‘To 
agricultural and mining products and manufactures is this great gain in exports 
to a large measure attributable. In the export of raw cotton a great gain has 
been made, and iron and steel manufactures representing immense values have 
been sent abroad. The following figures of some of the main exports show the 
gains over the figures of 1899: 'The excess in agricultural exports is $50,000,- 
000; manufactures, $60,000,000; mine products, $7,000,000; and the exports 
of cotton for October, 1900, were $32,000,000 greater than in 1899. 
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The present session of Congress, which convened on December 4, is viewed 
with a great deal of interest by the business community. The last session placed 
the currency on the gold basis, and although students of finance have found 
opportunities for criticising the act of March 14th last, and it is true amendments 
and changes in our coinage law are to be desired, it is not probable that this ques- 
tion will receive any consideration during this short session. This, however, 
is not to be greatly deplored, for with an administration favorable to still greater 
improvement in our financial system, it is probable that something will be done 
to perpetuate it, as soon as some of the more pressing questions which demand 
prompt consideration, are determined. 

During November committees and sub-committees of Congress have met 
and outlined plans for rapid legislation, and it is thought that many of the ques- 
tions will be disposed of in the House before the Christmas holidays. A great 
measure of interest relates to the proposed reduction of war taxes. Up to the 
present time the finances of the government have been in excellent condition. 
Receipts still continue to slightly overbalance expenditures, but with the decreas- 
ing war expenses this ideal status will cease to exist, and this change will be 
met by a modification of the war revenue act. 

Republican members of the Ways and Means Committee met before the open- 
ing of Congress and framed amendments to this act, and it is authoritatively 
announced that a part of the reduction will be made by abolishing the tax on 
bank checks, telegrams, express receipts, warehouse receipts, and proprietary 
articles. Pressure is being brought by brewers and stock brokers to have the 
taxes in which they are interested modified, but it is doubtful if Congress will 
authorize changes in these respects, but there is a possibility of a slight reduc- 
tion in the beer tax. The receipts from the war revenue act for the first four 
months of the present fiscal year were $38,398,856. 

Notwithstanding the marvelous growth of commerce during the past few 
years there has been practically a standstill in our maritime industry. The 
United States can offer no comparison with the progress made in this respect by 
Germany and England. In fact this country has retrograded when compared 
with its rivals. Americans are now paying to foreign ship owners annually over 
$165,000,000, most of which is paid to Great Britain and Germany, the principal 
ocean carriers. America, with its unrivaled resources, must own its own ships, 
build them in American shipyards, and man them with American seamen. And 
the accomplishment of such an end should be a matter of pride to all. We are 
now almost absolutely dependent on the vessels of Great Britain and Germany 
for the carrying of our manufactures and agricultural products, and would be 
helpless under the present international laws should these two powers engage 
in war. All vessels of the belligerent powers would be liable to seizure by the 
other contestant, even though they were not carrying contraband goods. Such 
vessels would be liable to seizure even under our own flag unless a bill of sale 
for the ships could be produced. The situation is worthy of immediate consider- 
ation when we are forced to charter foreign vessels for government purposes. 
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It has been advocated that this situation be met by the levying of discriminating 
duties, but this would be a matter of slow execution, as it would be necessary to 
form entirely a new set of treaties with foreign powers. The ship subsidy bill, 
however, which has been twice favorably reported to Congress, is regarded by 
students of this problem as being a very judicious and practical way of meeting 
the situation. It provides that the government expend on an average of 
$9,000,000 for thirty years, and it is believed that this would give to our ship- 
ping industry an impetus which would make it one of the real factors in the 
ocean-carrying trade. The subsidy system has been in vogue in England and 
France, each of which countries is now possessed of a great merchant marine. 
Opponents of the bill have brought forward the argument that it was unneces- 
sary, and to the ordinary observer the figures of growth might be taken as con- 
clusive evidence of a forward movement. However, investigation shows that the 
increase in American shipping is mostly due to the building of cruisers and war 
vessels and ships for the coasting trade. 

The coasting trade shows the value of discriminating legislation, as it has 
flourished because of the fact that foreign-built vessels are not allowed to engage 
in this form of commerce. With the annexation of Hawaii, which comes within 
the radius of that law, some deep sea vessels have been built, but for foreign 
trade no progress whatever has been made. At present only about nine per 
cent of our exports are carried by vessels flying the American flag, and there 
is absolutely no trade carried on between foreign countries by our ships. With 
subsidies and cheap steel and coal, the maritime industry in the United States 
ought to receive an impetus which will in time make our merchant marine a 
competing factor in the ocean-carrying trade. 

The report of the Isthmian Canal Commission has been placed in the hands 
of President McKinley, and it favors a canal across Nicaragua, as against all 
other routes proposed. This canal has been the subject of a great deal of discus- 
sion and will probably be thoroughly debated before the present session of Con- 
gress. The report favors the construction of a canal thirty feet in depth at a 
cost of about $120,000,000. Every possible variant has been surveyed by the 
present commission, and hundreds of sites for dams and locks were considered 
before any were selected. It is found that it will take less than ten years to 
build the canal. 

The Appropriation Committee of the House of Representatives has al- 
ready met, and it is probable that the amount of appropriations for rivers and 
harbors will be twenty or twenty-five millions. “Some of the important projects,” 
said Chairman E. T. Burton, of the River and Harbor Committee, “that are press- 
ing for appropriation are the outlet of Boston harbor to the sea, the Delaware 
River, Southwest Pass, Mississippi River, the widening of the lower part of 
the Detroit River, the improvement of the channel between Lake Huron and 
Lake Erie, and the improvement of the Columbia River on the Pacific Coast.” 
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CURRENCY OF THE PHILIPPINE ISLANDS. 


The baneful effects of a currency system not related to the world’s money 
standard are admirably shown in a recent report made on Philippine finances by 
Lieutenant C. F. Parker, now on duty in those islands. There is nothing of 
theory about Lieut. Parker’s report. It is a statement of fact, made by a man 
who, it may be supposed, by reason of his military profession, is not a doctrinaire 
with reference to currency questions. What he says are facts gleaned by him 
from the actual situation in the Philippines. It is gratifying, of course, that 
these facts are in accord with what sound thinkers on finance have long ad- 
vanced in theory, namely, that a serious loss is visited upon those peoples who 
insist on adhering to a money system not related to the world’s standard. 

Lieut. Parker says that, normally, the exports have exceeded the imports 
by about 20 per cent, but in spite of that fact the islands grow poorer and poorer. 
The cash capital was cut in two when the basis became silver in place of gold. 
The true yearly cash balance between the Philippines and the rest of the world 
has been against the islands, the balance of trade being more than offset by the 
earnings of foreign capital and brains, which earnings mostly went abroad, and 
by exploitation of others. Between $150,000,000 and $200,000,000 of foreign 
capital is invested in the Philippines and earns at least 10 per cent, a large 
part of which goes abroad. 

The carrying trade, both foreign and domestic, is controlled almost entirely 
by foreign capital. The Philippines exchange raw material, which foreign capi- 
tal and brains gather, prepare for market, transport and exchange for finished 
products. 

Since American possession the imports through the custom house have 
amounted to $31,000,000 Mexican. To this must be added $5,000,000 estimated 
imports that have been brought in on transports, making a total of $36,000,000. 
The exports have been $25,000,000. There is therefore a difference of $11,000,- 
000 to be paid by the islands. 

During the same period, exclusive of island funds, $30,000,000 in United 
States currency, or $60,000,000 Mexican, have been disbursed by the United 
States disbursing officers. These funds consisted of $8,500,000 gold, $4,500,000 
United States currency and the balance, $17,000,000 United States currency, 
or $34,000,000 Mexican, of checks, drafts and telegraphic transfers on New York 
and San Francisco. 

The $11,000,000 balance of trade was paid out of this last item, leaving 
$23,000,000. Out of this was paid interest on foreign capital due abroad, funds 
sent home by United States soldiers and others, and purchases of Mexican sil- 
ver in San Francisco and transportation expenses. 

The $8,500,000 gold has practically all disappeared, at least $3,000,000 in 
gold having been exported to purchase Mexican, and the remainder has been 
smuggled out or has been hoarded. 

Of the $4,500,000 in United States currency a part has been exported, but 
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the greater part is probably in the islands—in the banks, in the hands of dis- 
bursing officers and in limited circulation. 

The excess of importation of Mexican silver over exportation is about 
$13,000,000. This, added to the $30,000,000 in the islands when the Americans 
came, and the $4,000,000 United States currency, equivalent to $8,000,000 
Mexican, gives as the volume of money in circulation at the present time $30,- 
000,000, $13,000,000 and $8,000,000, a total of $51,000,000. Of this 
amount about $15,000,000 is Spanish Filipino pesos, medio pesos, pesetas and 
medio pesetas, and $2,500,000 Spanish-Filipino paper money. 

There is a great scarcity of all kinds of money, but especially of fractional 
currency, and a much larger amount of paper money could be used to advantage. 
There is no standard of value, although silver is the basis. The amount of 
pure metal in the Mexican dollars differs, and the Spanish-Filipino peso has 8 
per cent less pure metal in it than the light-weight Mexican dollar. All circulate 
here for more than their bullion value and no distinction is made between them. 

When silver was falling in value the Mexican dollar was a source of great 
profit to the capitalistic producer at the expense of the laborer. With the gold 
proceeds from the sale of his produce he bought Mexican silver, with which he 
paid his laborers, and as silver fell he bought more and more silver dollars for 
a given amount of gold, but paid out the same number of silver dollars as before. 
Wages are slow to respond to depreciation of money. 

The cost of exchange of gold into silver falls on the products and hence 


on the islands. It is a useless additional expense, which, like the expense due 
to antiquated machinery and methods, falls on the producer, and like them should 
be eliminated. It is an unnecessary “lock” in the stream of commerce. Mid- 


dlemen may profit by a silver currency, but neither the original producer nor the 
final consumer. 

The consumer must pay for the exchange of gold into silver, and, in addi- 
tion, for a certain percentage added to the price by merchants to insure them 
against the fluctuation of silver. They pay in gold and must cover themselves 
against loss by selling at a greater price than the true exchange value of the 
two metals. It is an unnecessary expense and risk incurred in getting goods from 
the producer to the consumer which does not better the middleman, and is paid 
for by the consumer. 

If silver is to be the basis of currency, a standard dollar must be provided 
and supplied in ample quantity. Fractional currency must be supplied and a 
sound paper money provided for; in other words, a new currency must be issued. 

If, however, United States currency is to be the currency of the islands, 
existing contracts need not be disturbed. The $15,000,000, more or less, of 
insular currency can be given a fixed value, viz., one United States dollar equiva- 
lent to two insular pesos, and Mexican and other foreign silver can be received 
at its bullion value. 

The present situation—a double currency—has nothing to recommend it. 
The two currencies will not pull together. 
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“THE EAGLE AND THE ASS."—A PROBLEM 
IN FINANCE. 


A day or two after the recent national election several eminent politicians 
were engaged in reciprocal congratulations in Washington, when one of the 
number, a member of Congress, said: 

“T presume you know, gentlemen, that some patriotic engraver, presumably 
at the Bureau of Engraving and Printing, has been using Uncle Sam’s paper 
money as a medium for the circulation of a cartoon on the silver men.” 

The speaker immediately became the center of attention. 

“Fortune at times has been known to smile,” observed a Westerner who 
has the reputation of being a wit, “but to joke with the country’s currency is no 
laughing matter.” 

“Well, look at that,” said the first speaker, exhibiting a $10 United States 
note, series of 1880. 

The interested group examined it carefully, subjecting it to microscopic in- 
spection under magnifying glasses, but all were forced to confess that searching 
it for humor was like looking through the pages of London Punch. 

“Study that eagle,’ continued the man with the note. “A critical exami- 
nation will show you that it has been converted into a cartoon, a side-splitting, 
satirical symbol of the Nebraskan’s silver policy.” 

The national bird did not ruffle a feather under the scrutiny. One talon 
clutching the American flag, the other clasped over the traditional arrows, sym- 
bolic of thunderbolts, the eagle assumed its proper pose between the eminent 
signatures of Ellis H. Roberts and J. W. Lyons, while from the left the uncom- 
promising countenance of Daniel Webster looked reproof upon any thought of 
levity, and on the right John Rolfe and Pocahontas were engaged in the serious 
business of introducing the New World to the Old. 

“Turn it upside down, gentlemen,” said the member of Congress. 

Now the wonder came to light. In that position the eagle was metamor- 
phosed into the head and towering ears of an ass. One of its ears protruded 
daringly through the national ensign, which, having been torn down, hung 
bedraggled, and around the other ear the quiver of arrows was transformed 
into wisps of hay. 

“There you are,” said the member of Congress, jubilantly. “The ass or 
donkey, as you know, is the humorous symbol of the Democracy, just as the 
elephant stands for the ‘G. O. P.’. That ear through the flag represents the recent 
menace to the Stars and Stripes, while the fact that the cartoon is not revealed 
until you turn the money upside down is a clever allegorical conception of the 
yecently threatened overturning of the financia] system of the United States. 

“A brilliant piece of work cunningly devised,” said one of the company 
“But I’m afraid some one will have to pay dearly for such contraband humor.” 

“My theory is,” said the statesman who had produced the curious note, 
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“that some engraver in the Government’s employ, by a few strokes unobservable 
to the layman, has produced this ingenious effect.” 

After exchanging various remarks about the cartoon it was de- 
cided that in spite of their relish of its  skillfulness and 
satire, it was their duty to report it to the proper au- 
thorities, and in due time a conference was held in one of the offices of the 
government. Heads of various departments were in attendance, and among them 
Joseph E. Ralph, Custodian of Dies at the Bureau of Engraving, arrived. He 
admitted that the ten-dollar denomination United States note bears unwittingly 
a donkey’s head when the note is upturned, but explained that the die of the 
eagle, used in making the note, is an old one and has not been modified. It has 
been in use for more than a quarter of a century. It was originally the property 
of the American Bank Note Company, and was transferred with other stock to 
the government at the time of the organization of the Bureau of Engraving, 
where it was first used on a bond. Its first appearance on paper money is on 
the ten-dollar United States note, series of 1869. It was used again on the 
same note, series of 1875, and again in 1880. Specimens of these notes were 
exhibited, and when turned upside down revealed the faithful engraving of an 
ass’ head. These facts, therefore, exculpated the Bureau of any suspicion of 
harboring an engraver who had sought to satirize the protagonists of free silver. 
Mr. Ralph explained, however, that the humorous picture presented by reversing 
the eagle was a matter of recent discovery. Anyone possessing a $10 United States 
note, series of 1869, 1875 or 1880, can see the “cartoon” which for a time in 
Washington threatened to create a sensation. 

The history of the die is unquestioned, but the matter is not yet settled. 
The head of an ass deliberately graved on American money would not, the 
authorities say, be tolerated, even though it were designed to ridicule a stupid 
and stubborn heresy. Why then, they ask, should the government continue to 
print the absurd emblem, albeit it appears to be an accident? This sentiment of 
hostility to an animal inconspicuous in the annals of true art may result in a 
reissue of this series of money with an eagle so remodeled as not to mask under 
its wings the offending effigy. 

There is, however, another side to the question. While the characteristics 
and demerits of the ass are sufficient to have made it a fitting emblem for the 
currency advocated by the braying hosts of free silver, the ass enjoys an enviable 
career in history, and, in Washington, has some admirers who insist that he is 
worthy of high honor. Going back into antiquity, they recall that it was the 
braying of an ass that saved Vesta from violence, and that the “coronation of the 
ass” was a fitting ceremony in the festival of that goddess. Homer, in laudation 
of Ajax, likens him to an ass, the asses of Mesoptamia being famed for their 
unflinching valor on the field of battle. Then, 


“The altar built on Peor’s height 
Was reared to cannonize an ass 
Who saw, undimmed, the Higher Light, 
The prophet Balaam tried to pass.” 
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On an ass Mary and her Child fled to Egypt; on an ass the Master rode 
in triumph into Jerusalem; and in the Church of St. Anthony in Padua is a 
sculpture representing an ass kneeling in prayer. It seems, according to the 
sacred legend, that St. Anthony hurrying on some errand of mercy was reviled 
by skeptics, whereupon an ass, to rebuke the sinners, knelt in devotion. This 
act converted the scoffers and was the genesis of a great revival. 

All these things are cited by those who do not wish the ten-dollar note re- 
modeled. ‘They furthermore aver that the “Procession of the Ass” was a ven- 
erated ritual of the Church during the middle ages. Some of the enthusiasts 
have dug up the account given of this festival by Du Cange, the celebrated French 
historian and philologist. “On reaching the postern door of the cathedral,” says 
this distinguished scholar, “the ass bearing a young girl and an infant was led 
to the Gospel side of the altar and high mass was begun, but instead of ‘Amen,’ 
both clergy and congregation cried ‘He-haw,’ imitating the braying of an ass. 
The Introit, Kyrie Eleison, the Gloria in Excelsis and the Credo were all con- 
cluded with ‘He-haw.’ At the close of the mass the officiating priest, turning to 
the people, said ‘Ite missa est, he-haw, he-haw, he-haw! three times.” Du Cange 
then goes on to describe how the devovt worshipers followed the revered quadru- 
ped from the altar, while they intoned: 

“He was born on Shechem’s hill; 
In Reuben’s vales he fed his fill; 
He drank of Jordan’s sacred stream, 
And gamboled gay in Bethlehem. 
Gold from Araby the blest 
Seba myrrh, of myrrh the best, 
To the church this ass did bring, 
We, his sturdy labors, sing.” 

Palsied be the hand, then, his faithful followers say, who would etch his 
head out of the American ten-dollar note! 

Then, too, they argue, that even if the ass was shorn of his classic past, his 
head might well enjoy a portrait of honor on our money out of respect to the army 
mule, who is a scion of this same noble line. Besides, there was the ass of 
Matanzas who died vicariously that Cuba might be free. 

It will thus be seen that the ass, while being no Pegasus, is a versatile 
animal, capable of serving, should occasion demand, to symbolize the contuma- 
cious rabble that clamors for repudiation and dishonor, but also typifying, in 
his sure-footed service and indomitable will, sturdy virtues that all mankind 
applaud. 

It is not over-stating it to say that the financial world will be all ears 
to hear the denouement of the interesting discussion in Washington.

SAVINGS BANK TAX IN CONNECTICUT. 


The tax on savings banks in Connecticut yielded last year the great sum of 
$418,280.28. All this money may be useful to the state, but it should be ob- 
tained from some other source. 
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POSSIBLE CURRENCY REFORM DEVELOPMENTS. 


Some entirely new phases of the argument for perfecting the currency 
system are shown in Secretary Gage’s address to the students of Columbian Uni- 
versity it Washington. THr BANnKErs’ MonruH Ly has been successful in secur- 
ing a report of that address not hitherto published, and as it constitutes a dis- 
tinct addition to the literature of currency reform, it is reproduced as follows: 

It is estimated that, taking the country as a whole, 80 to 85 per cent of all 
transfers of property and payment of debts are accomplished by the use of checks 
and drafts, without the use of actual money. Speaking broadly, bank deposits, 
with their accessory bank checks and drafts, form much the larger part of our 
paper money. They at least perform in a large way the same function which 
paper money performs in a small way. But let us get away for a moment from 
glittering generalities and bewildering figures to a concrete and simple fact which 
may show how the banker serves, how he takes responsibility in serving, and 
how he finds profit in serving the community. 

Mr. A. is a man of some property and of good character. He owns a mill, 
a furnace or a farm. To prosecute his business he must buy raw material and 
hire labor. His capital available for these purposes is at times insufficient. He 
applies to the banker for a loan. The banker consents to his request and a transac- 
tion iakes place. What is that transaction? Generally this: The borrower 
gives his note to the banker for a given sum, payable at a future date, with 
an interest agreement clause inserted. The banker in return usually gives to the 
borrower a credit upon his books for a like amount. The whole thing is equiva- 
lent to a contract wherein the banker says: “Promise to pay me a certain sum 
at an agreed date and I will discharge or pay any checks you may at all times, 
within the limit of my claim against you, draw upon me.” You will see that 
there is thus created an enormous credit fund against which checks and drafts 
are daily drawn in the conduct of daily business affairs. 

The clearing-house reports of the principal cities show a weekly volume of 
about $1,500,000,000 of this kind of instruments of exchange. Reduced to a 
daily average, we discover a constant floating volume of about $200,000,000 or 
$250,000,000. The total credit available fund subject to check is represented 
by bank deposits, and these amount to about $4,500,000,000. 

We have now come to a point where I desire your particular attention. In 
granting these credits, to be utilized through the medium of checks and drafts, 
the banker is essentially free to this extent, namely, he is not obliged to furnish 
any kind of guaranty that he will pay his dealers’ checks, even if found good 
upon his books. And yet, as we have seen, there exists, through the influence of 
the banker’s credit, a constant general average fund of $4,500,000,000 available 
for the transfer of property, and that to the extent of $200,000,000 or $250,000.- 
000 every day in the year, these credits are used for the purposes indicated. 
But there are purposes for which the banker’s credits, available only by the use 


of checks and drafts, do not and can not meet the needs of the public. For pur- 
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chases at small and remote points, where banking facilities do not exist; for the 
payment of wages, and for many of the smaller purposes of business life, actual 
money, in moderate denominations, either in the form of gold or silver or paper 
currency, is essential. An illustration will serve to indicate what I mean. Along 
the Atlantic coast in the rumerous tide waters or rivers, bays and inlets, thou- 
sands of men are engaged in gathering the food of the sea. The products of their 
toil they bring to some one of the main stations, where buyers for the markets 
are to be found, and there they exchange their commodities for cash in hand. 
Needs not dissimilar exist through the cotton fields of the south, the corn and 
wheat belts of the west, and in the mining regions of the mountains. If the 
needs of the commercial community in the centers and towns supplied by the use 
of drafts and checks are Jarger, the needs of those communities to which I have 
just referred are not less important. We have seen how bank credits, available 
through checks and drafts, supply commercial necessities. We have now to 
observe that in the wide field where currency or paper money is essential, the 
bank credit is powerless. That is to say, the conditions of law under which the 
bank may extend credit to its dealers by issuing to him its own notes payable on 
demand, are entirely different from the conditions under which it may give him 
credit upon its books, to be availed of by checks and drafts. Yet there is no 
difference in principle between the two. In the one case the banker says in effect: 
“Draw your checks on me as understood. I will redeem and pay them.” In the 
other he would say: “Here are my own notes of denomination to suit your con- 
venience. Use them where you will. When they are presented for payment 
they shall be paid.” In the case of a credit made upon his books the banker, 
as we have seen, is not required by law to put up security for the payment of his 
dealer’s checks. To require this of him would be to throttle the credit opera- 
tions of the banking community. Every loan would be a loan of capital—not 
of credit—since it is plain that an investment of capital would in advance be 
made in the securities pledged. That, however, is precisely what, under present 
conditions, the banker is obliged to do before obligating himself in credit form 
by the issue of his notes. He has indeed a nominal liberty to issue his notes 
without the pledge of security for their redemption, but if he exercise that priv- 
ilege he must pay a penalty tax of 10 per cent per annum on his notes so issued. 
This is of course prohibitory. I need not stop to explain that the security now 
required as a condition precedent to bank-note issues is the deposit of United 
States bonds with the government. Let us see how this works in practice. 

Let us suppose three men of equally good and satisfactory standing, one 
behind the other, at the banker’s desk, each an applicant for a loan of $10,000. 
The banker is in a fair condition as to his reserves, and may safely extend his 
credit to the extent of, say, $30,000. The first applicant explains that he desires 
a credit upon the banker’s books, against which he may check as occasion shall 
require in the ordinary course of his business affairs. The second desires the 
banker’s certificate of deposit which he may take with him to a distant point, to 
pay for certain property for which he is negotiating. To both of these men the

banker gives a cheerful yes, for he knows by experience and the law of averages, 
that in the case of the first applicant, some portion of the borrowed fund will 
remain undrawn, or, if wholly drawn on some occasion, it will in part be covered 
in again to the borrower’s credit in part or in whole, while the obligation he 
takes from the borrower is running to maturity. The situation in the second 
case is not essentially different. The certificate of deposit will remain for some 
days in the hands of the borrower, and when it passes from him to another, the 
second party may himself retain it for a period, and when it takes a backward 
journev toward the banker, other days will be consumed in its transition. In the 
meantime, the borrower, having his note in the banker’s hands, begins to save his 
funds to pay it when due, and these funds he of course deposits with his banker 
to his own credit on account. He thus, to an extent, himself furnishes the banker 
the wherewithal to pay the certificate of deposit when it finally comes in for 
payment. Things do not always work so favorably to the banker as in the 
manner just sketched, but the sketch illustrates in a fair way how in general 
these matters go on. 

The third man now steps forward with his application for a loan of $10,000. 
In answer to the banker’s inquiries he states that he must at once have the money 
in cash form—gold or silver or paper currency. He wants to pay loggers in a 
logging camp, or cotton pickers in the South, or harvest hands in the West, 
or fishermen on the Atlantic coast, or operatives in mill, foundry or mine. Now, 
if the banker could issue to this proposed borrower his own notes in small de- 
nominations, he would be as able to accommodate this man as he was to accom- 
modate the other two; but he is, as we have seen, unable. If he serve this man 
he must at once take from his cash reserves the sum necessary. So doing would 
weaken him in relation to the undertaking he had just entered into with the 
other two. He is, therefore, obliged to decline the third application. It is thus 
perceived that a discrimination of necessity exists in favor of those who in the 
larger affairs of business can make use of checks, and against those who in a 
smaller, but no less useful way, are engaged in affairs which cannot be handled by 
such instruments, requiring as they do something that has the form and ready 
negotiability of money. We have thus come to the point of vital distinction 
between the two systems of bank-note issues: the one known as currency against 
assets, and the other as currency secured by the deposit of bonds. The first-named 
furnishes an instrument of credit (costing nothing) as effective in the exchange 
of property as real money; the second is an instrument of capital, or what to 
the lender of credit is as costly and expensive as capital. I think you see this 
clearly enough, for you will apprehend at once that if the banker acquire gold, 
silver, or any form of government money, he is obliged to give a full equivalent 
value in exchange for it, or if he secures his own notes, prior to issuing them, 
he has tied up in that investment an equal sum of loanable capital. If on the 
other hand, he issues his own notes without this pledge of security, he has not 
thereby made any investment of capital. He has put afloat for a time an instru- 
ment of credit, which, if properly recognized, is as efficient to perform all the 
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functions of money in exchange of goods, and in payment of debts and wages, 
as is money itself. Like the credit upon the banker’s books, availed of by checks 
and drafts, the bank note is an economizer in the use of capital. Indeed the 
bank note is in essence the check or draft of the banker upon himself, payable 
on demand to the holder thereof. 

I might with some propriety end here. I think I have succeeded in show- 
ing you the economic difference between our system of bank-note issue and that 
in vogue in other countries, where the banker’s credit is made available to the 
borrower, as he may elect, either by an open credit on the banker’s books, or by 
his notes of hand. If you have followed my talk thus far with an understanding 
interest, there are several questions which you would naturally desire to ask, and 
which ought to be answered. Let me anticipate some of these, and leave the 
others to you to ask, should there be other questions on your mind. 

First—For thirty-six years our business community has been denied the use 
of the credit currency described. What has been the economic loss to the com- 
munity ? 

It is impossible to measure the loss in dollars. It can be truly said, however, 
that the borrowing class has paid a larger rate of interest as a consequence of 
our system, and will continue to do so while the system lasts. 

Second—Has not our system, which requires the deposit of United States 
bonds as security to circulation, been helpful to the public credit and resulted in 
a lower rate of interest cost to the government on its debt obligations? The 
answer to this question must be in the affirmative. 

Third—Has not also the issue of paper money by the Government, bearing 
no interest at all, yet absorbing very fully the field of circulation, been a great 
economic saving to all the people? The answer to this question would have 
to be also in the probable affirmative, and yet, when we consider the actual money 
carried by the. Treasury to guard the government notes, the periods of stress and 
sacrifice occasionally made necessary, the amount of saving will be greatly re- 
duced. And if, further, we take note of the severe perturbations in business 
affairs, resulting from doubts as to what the Treasury would or could do, as 
exigencies in government finances have appeared, the margin of saving would 
perhaps wholly disappear. But if it were demonstrated that a public saving had 
been secured in either or both of the ways just considered, it should then be re- 
membered that this saving has been secured at a cost, not to all the people, but 
at a cost to the borrowers alone, or, through the borrowers, at a cost to those using 
borrowed credit in the prosecution of commerce and industry. This must be 
true if it be as I have tried to show, that the average rate of interest has, by 
reason of our system, been constantly higher to the borrower. Now, it has 
never been considered consistent with correct principles of taxation to tax people 
in proportion to their debts, but rather in proportion to their property. If, then, 
the economies to the Treasury have been gained at the expense of the borrowers 
who prosecute trade and industry, that course has been inconsistent with recog- 
nized principles of equity, and no doubt injurious to productivity and exchange 
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of commodities. It is suggested for your consideration that when the Govern- 
ment buys goods it should pay for them like other people, or it forbearance in 
payment is desired, it pay for that forbearance as all private corporations and 
individuals are compelled to do under such circumstances. In that case the cost 
of forbearance, i. e., interest, would be derived from the sources of general 
revenue—not imposed by an indirect process upon the private borrower. 

Fourth—Admitting for argument’s sake that the bank note issued against 
general assets is a better economic instrument than the one we have, ought not the 
privilege of such issues, if accorded, be so limited and hedged about by some 
time of guaranty which would render them safe in the hands of the people? 
Undoubtedly so. And there is no reason to doubt that these limitations could 
be imposed, yet leaving sufficient liberty and these guaranties secured. There 
are many models, both in this country and in other countries, which time and ex- 
perience have demonstrated to be both effective and safe. 

Fifth—lIs not the discussion to which we have listened a purely academic dis- 
cussion? In other words, “Is any change in our currency system at all probable, 
or even possible, no matter how much to be desired? To this question it must be 
answered that no immediate change is at all probable, but looking forward to the 
period of your own business ...ture, some change in our system seems to be 
inevitable. In the first place, in the absence of extraordinary expenditure for 
war, the present outstanding public debt ought to be largely reduced, or wholly 
paid. As this eventuates, the now required form of security for bank-note issues 
will be lacking, and modifications in present law will be necessary. Again, if I 
may express a direct opinion, it will come to be perceived, as time passes, that 
the Government is not and cannot be well prepared to deal with a large mass 
of floating debt payable on demand. The obligation to maintain parity between 
our nearly $600,000,000 of silver money and gold, adds to the complication, and 
the lawmakers representing the people will be glad to diminish the present great 
responsibility. It will be further seen, as time goes on, that a true paper money 
unites in itself two qualities. It is a medium of exchange, and it is a convenient 
and useful instrument by which credit may be extended. Government paper 
money, like gold or silver, may be equally a good medium of exchange; but all 
alike they lack the quality of being instruments of credit. The banker who loans 
his notes, lends his credit. The banker who lends greenbacks, gold or silver, 
lends his capital, or that which is as expensive for him to acquire as is capital. 


RUMORS OF RUSSIAN LOANS. 


Rumors have been current of negotiations by the Russian government of a 
loan for $50,000,000 in this country and of an equal amount in Paris. It is 
said that French bankers, to whom application was made for a loan for $100,- 
000,000, have agreed that if half the amount can be placed in New York the 
remainder will be taken in Paris. 
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BRAZILIAN PANIC AVERTED. 


A business panic in Brazil has barely 
been averted by the prompt action of the 


congress in coming to the assistance of 
the Banca de Republica do Brazil, an in- 
stitution which, though no longer as 
formerly under state control, is regarded 
as having a moral if not a legal claim on 
the Brazilian government. Recently, 
taking advantage of a provision of its 
charter, this bank stamped all checks pre- 
sented to it “payable in sixty days.” This 
action caused a storm of protest from de- 
positors, and the president and direc- 
tors of the bank resigned. An investiga- 
tion, which followed, developed the fact 
that the debenture bonds, etc., held by 
the bank to meet tne $20,000,000 capital- 
ization, were not worth more than half 
that amount, and that no cash was avail- 
able to meet demands. 

The government being one of the prin- 
cipal creditors of the bank, the Minister 
of Finance took the responsibility of 
placing the institution in charge of a 
young man who held the position of 
managing director of the German Bank 
in Rio de Janeiro. This gentleman had 
been known as one of the most daring 
operators on change, but is regarded as 
a man of great ability. However, his se- 
lection aroused great indignation, par- 
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ticularly among those Brazilians—a very 
large class—whose prejudice against all 
foreigners is intense. Despite the vig- 
orous protest from all sides against con- 
fiding the interests of the most impor- 
tant bank in Brazil to an alien, the gov- 
ernment persisted in the course upon 
which it had started, and proceeded to 
shape legislation in such a manner as to 
bridge over the crisis. An emergency 
law was rushed through congress and 
signed by the president, intending to re- 
lieve the bank. 

By this law the government is author- 
ized to deposit with the bank $5,000,000 
for exchange operations. This amount is 
to be held in London, outside and inde- 
pendent of the funding loan. For the 
purpose only of paying creditors, an is- 
sue of bonds not to exceed $20,000,000 
was ordered, at 3 per cent interest per 
annum, redeemable in five years at the 
rate of 20 per cent each year. 

Special regulations were also provided 
for the liquidation of the Banco da Re- 
publica, all right to apply to forced liqui- 
dation by creditors being withdrawn. A 
aeposit of $5,000,000 in current account 
is to be made for the purpose of discount- 
ing bills, this money being intended to 
relieve the stringency in the business sit- 
uation. , 

The by-laws of the bank are so revised 
that the shareholders will entrust its 
management to the directors appointed 
by the government, until the bonds issued 
and the total of debit accounts with the 
treasury has been settled. 

The threatened failure of this leading 
bank, with the probability of others be- 
ing involved, caused a serious decrease 
in the value of Brazilian securities. How- 
ever, the price of the milreas for ex- 
change was not much affected, the fall 
being less than two cents. This firmness 
of exchange was particularly due to the 
enormous arrivals of coffee, $2,000,000 
worth being received in Santos in three 
days. An increase of confidence due to 
the prompt measures inaugurated by the 
government for relief also helped to 
ameliorate the condition of the money 
market, although some alarm still exists 
in financial circles. 


The Controller of the Currency has au- 
thorized the conversion of the Olympia 
Bank of Olympia, Wash., into the Olympia 
National Bank, with a capital of $50,000. 
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THE TRADE OF THE COUNTRY. 


There is ample food for Thanksgiving 
reflections in some figures which the 
Treasury Bureau of Statistics has just 
presented regarding the commerce and 
affairs of the United States in the closing 
months of the year 1900 as compared with 
conditions at the corresponding date in 
preceding years, and comparing prosperity 
in the United States with that in other 
countries. While the whole world is pros- 
perous, the United States seems to be 
especially so. Our exports show an in- 
crease of $166,331,178 in the ten months 
ending with October, 1900. as compared 
with the corresponding ten months of 
1899, and the total for the ten months is 
practically double what it was in the 
corresponding months of 1894. This of 
itself shows a remarkable activity in all 
lines of production, while the import as 
well as the export figures indicate that the 
activity in manufacturing lines, and con- 
sequently the increased earnings of the 
millions engaged in these industries must 
be very great. A very considerable share 
of the materials required for use in man- 
ufacturing comes from abroad, such, for 
instance, as india rubber, tin for use in 
manufacturing tin plate; hemp, jute, sisal, 
raw silk, cabinet and dyewoods, chemicals, 
hides and skins and certain grades of 
wool and cotton; and by measuring the 
growth in the importation of these arti- 
cles some idea of the growth in manufac- 
turing may be obtained. 


The total importaticn of materials of 
this class used in manufacturing during 
the ten months ending with October, 1900, 
is $238,257,918, as compared with $214,- 
396,757 in the corresponding months of 
1899 and $127,301,945 in the same months 
of 1894. Turning again to the export side, 
it is found that the exportation of manu- 
factures alone, amounts, in the nine 
months ending with September, 1900, to 
$338,678,243, against $277,502,649 in the 
corresponding months of 1899 and $145,- 
793,834 in the same months of 1895. Thus 
the exportation of manufactures has in- 
creased nearly 25 per cent in one year and 
more than doubled in the four years from 
1896 to 1900, while the importation of 
manufacturers’ materials has also in- 
creased at a rapid rate. Exports of manu- 
factures of iron and steel alone amount to 
110 million dollars in round numbers in 
the ten months ending with October, 1900, 
against $86,000,000 in the corresponding 
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months of 1899 and $51,000,000 in the cor- 
responding months of 1897, thus having 
more than doubled in the three years from 
1897 to 1900. 


THE CHINESE SYSTEM OF BANKING. 


Charles Denby, in the December Forum, 
says: The stranger on arriving in China 
is struck with the apparent inconvenience 
of the monetary system; but a short resi- 
dence tends to create an opinion that the 
system is well adapted to the people, at 
least in some respects. The financial busi- 
ness of the foreigner is done in either 
Mexican dollars or in taels, as he prefers, 
and his bank account is kept in the same 
way. Drafts on London are in pounds 
sterling. Ordinary accounts in the stores 
in Shanghai are kept in Mexican dollars. 
The commercial business is done mostly 
in taels. As the price of silver varies 
every day, the transfer of dollars into 
pounds, pounds into taels, and taels into 
Mexicans is bewildering. Usually the 
tael is worth $1,40 in Mexicans. 

Until recently China has resisted all 
schemes for the establishment of a mint, 
as understood in western countries. Yet 
it is said that China coined iron money 
2,600 years before Christ, under the reign 
of Huang Ti. This coin has been replaced 
by a copper piece called chien, because it 
originally weighed a mace (one-tenth of a 
tael). This and lump silver are the only 
public signs of the value of products and 
the only instruments of ordinary barter, 
except some Mexican dollars recently 
coined. The popular name of this coin is 
“cash.” 

The monetary system as affecting sil- 
ver is arranged on the principle of weight, 
and the divisions have the same names— 
taels, mace, candareen, and cash. The 
computation is decimal. Each cash should 
weigh, as Williams states, 58 grains Troy, 
or 3.78 grams; but there are in various lo- 
calities smaller cash in circulation, and 
the rate of exchange varies in different 
parts of the land from 500 to 1,800 for a 
silver dollar. There are big cash and 
little cash. The Pekin cash passes 5 for 
1 silver cent or 500 for $1. Taking into 
consideration the immense population of 
China and the poverty of the people, a 
good argument may be formulated to sus- 
tain the legislator who created “cash.” 
If there was to be but,one coin, it had 
necessarily to be the smallest. 
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CANADIAN BANKERS MEET. 


The annual meeting of the Canadian 
Bankers’ Association was held in Toronto 
November 15th. There was a large at- 
tendance of men of finance, representing 
all the banking institutions of Canada. 
The executive committee’s report showed 
a very successful year. The president 
gave his annual address, the principal por- 
tion of which was devoted to an exhaus- 
tive commentary on the proposed estab- 
lishment of a mint in Canada. He held 
that the decision had been reached with- 
out adequate consideration of the needs 
and conditions of the country.

ASSIGNMENT—PERSONS ENTITLED— 
RIGHTS OF ASSIGNEE. 

Defendant contracted with B. for the 
erection of a building on defendant’s 
homestead. G. loaned defendant money, 
which was used by the latter to pay B. 
for labor and material furnished by him. 
Defendant and his wife executed their 
notes for the sum borrowed, and also exe- 
cuted a contract purporting to create a 
mechanic’s lien on the premises in favor 
of G. Held, that G., not having “furnished 


labor or material,” was not entitled to a 
mechanic’s lien for the sum loaned. 
Plaintiff, though a hina fide holder of a 
note and contract purporting to create a 
mechanic’s lien for money loaned, could 
stand in no better position than his as- 


signor; and, since the latter was not en- 
titled to a mechanic’s lien, plaintiff could 
not assert one.—First Nat. Bank of Mus- 
cogee vs. Campbell, 58 S. W. Rep. (Texas) 
628. 


BANK CHECK—DEPOSIT FOR COL- 
LECTION—CORRESPONDENT BANK 
DEPOSITOR’S AGENT—RESPON- 
SIBILITY FOR NEGLIGENCE—US- 
AGES OF COLLECTION—DEPOSI- 
TOR’S KNOWLEDGE—EMPLOyY MENT 
OF FACILITIES—ESTOPPEL. 
Where a customer deposits with a bank 
a third person’s check on another bank, 
and the depositary credits the customer 
with the amount, which is afterwards 
drawn by him, and transmits the check 
for collection to its correspondent bank, 
using reasonable care and prudence in se- 
lecting such correspondent bank as an 
agent for collection, tne latter bank be- 
comes the agent of the depositor, and the 
depositary is not liable to its customer for 
any negligence in the correspondent bank 
by which the amount of the check was 
lost, but may recover such amount from 
him. 
Where one deposits in bank a check 
for collection, drawn by a third person 
on another bank, which, as the depositor 


knows, is the only one at the place where 
it is located, and it is the custom of 
banks, as he also knows, in collecting 
checks, to transmit them directly to the 
drawee where no other bank exists at the 
particular point, such depositor, after 
thus knowingly availing himself of the 
collection facilities afforded by the bank, 
cannot be heard to say that its selection 
of a correspondent bank, which it knew 
would forward the check directly to the 
drawee, was negligence rendering it re- 
sponsible for the loss of the amount of 
the check.—Wilson vs. Carlinville Nat. 
Bank, 58 N. E. Rep. (Ill.) 250. 


BANKS—ACTION FOR DEPOSITS— 
WHO MAY DRAW—ESTOPPEL. 
A formal demand is a condition prece- 

dent to the maintenance of an action 
against a banker for a deposit, which 
must be alleged in the complaint; and the 
money counts do not aver a demand nor 
any excuse for not making it, and are in- 
sufficient. 

Plaintiff sued defendants, bankers, to 
recover on a deposit, and the defense was 
payment. The plaintiff cestified that she 
took a draft which had been sent her, and 
with her husband and J. went to de- 
tendants’ bank, where J. or her husband 
handed the draft to the receiving teller, 
asking that it be deposited to plaintiff’s 
credit; that the teller examined the draft, 
and handed it back to J., saying that 
plaintiff must indorse it first, which plain- 
tiff did, returning it to J., who handed it 
to the teller; and that nothing else oc- 
curred. Defendants’ teller testified that 
at the time the account was opened he 
had all the negotiations with plaintiff’s 
husband, and was not aware that plain- 
tiff was present; that plaintiff's husband 
deposited the draft to plaintiff’s credit, 
and stated that it would pe checked out 
in nis wife’s name by him, and that the 
husband wrote in the record of signatures 
that of his wife; and that all the money 
then or thereafter deposited was paid out 
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on checks signed “B. T., by M. S. T.” 
Held, that it was error to charge, if the 
jury believed the evidence, to find for 
defendants, since the question whether 
plaintiff was estopped by her conduct 
from disputing her husband’s authority 
to draw on her account was a question 
of fact for the jury. 

Where plaintiff made a deposit of a 
draft to her credit in a bank under such 
circumstances that she would be estopped 
from denying that her husband had au- 
thority to sign checks in her name on the 
fund, she will also be estopped from deny- 
ing such authority in her husband as to 
supsequent deposits to her credit, in the 
absence of any new arrangement with the 
bank in regard thereto.—Tobias vs. Mor- 
ris, 28 So. Rep. (Ala.) 517. 


BANKS AND BANKING—DEPOSITS— 
TRUST FUNDS—RIGHTS—DETER- 
MINATION. 

Pub. Laws 1899, c. 651, provides that 
whenever any executor, administrator, 
guardian, trustee, or any other person, 
holds any sum of money payable to, or the 
property of, another, and the person en- 
titled thereto cannot give proper receipt 
or discharge therefor, and such executor, 
etc., desires to free himself from further 
liability therefor, he may pay the same 
into the registry of the court on a bill in 
equity stating the circumstances. Com- 
plainant bank applied under the statute 
for a decree to pay a fund deposited with 
it into the registry of the court, on the 
ground that it was unable to obtain a 
proper discharge, etc. Held, that the bill 
would not lie, since the statute was in- 
tended to cover only official relations 
where a trust was created, and did not 
apply to the ordinary relation of debtor 
and creditor.—Providence Inst. for Sav- 
ings vs. Daily, 47 Atl. Rep. (R. I.) 319. 


BANKS—LOSS OF DEPOSIT BOOK— 
BOND OF INDEMNITY—INSTRUC- 
TIONS—BY-LAWS. 

Where a deposit book has been de- 
stroyed by fire, the depositor’s administra- 
tor is thereby excused from producing it, 
and hence requests based on the necessity 
of presenting the book in order to obtain 
payment are properly refused. 

Where a depositor in a savings bank 
signs a deposit book assenting to the by- 
laws then in force, and “to those which 
may be thereafter made pursuant to the 
power granted in the third article,” pro- 
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viding for further by-laws or alterations 
of those already made, and that “all such 
by-laws and alterations shall be equally 
binding on all depositors as those by them 
subscribed, after the same shall have been 
duly made known,” a by-law adopted af- 
ter the deposit was made, and not made 
or attempted to be made known to the 
depositor, binds neither the depositor, nor 
any one representing him, nor his estate. 

Where the identity of the depositor 
with the intestate is admitted by the 
bank, and the deposit book is shown 
to have been destroyed in a fire, the ad- 
ministrator cannot be required to furnish 
a bond of indemnity as a condition of 
payment by the bank.—Hudson vs. Rox- 
bury Inst. for Savings, 57 N. E. Rep. 
(Mass.) 1021. 


BILLS AND NOTES—ACTION AGAINST 
INDORSER—FAILURE TO MAKE DE- 
MAND FOR PAYMENT. 

In an action against the endorser of 
indorser of a note, the mere insolvency 
of the maker is not suficient reason for 
failure to present it for payment within a 
reasonable time. 

In an action against the indorser of a 
note, plaintiff cannot recover where he 
fails to show that no injury resulted from 
failure to present it for payment in due 
time.—O’Neil vs. Meighan, 66 N. Y. Sup. 
313. 


BILLS AND NOTES—AGENT’S FALSE 
REPRESENTATIONS — RATIFICA- 
TION BY PRINCIPAL—REFUSAL TO 
SURRENDER NOTE—EVIDENCE— 
PLEADING. 

Where plaintiff's agent falsely repre- 
sented to defendant that defendant’s 
brother had said it would be advisable to 
buy certain stock food, which such agent 
was endeavoring to sell to defendant, and 
for which defendant gave his note, and 
soon after so notified the plaintiff, dis- 
affirmed the sale, and demanded a sur- 
render of the note, and refused to accept 
the food, no action will lie to enforce pay- 
ment thereof, though no injury is shown 
to have resulted from such false stat 
ment. 3 

Where a payee of a note, which is pro- 
cured on his agent’s false representations 
made in his presence, refuses to surrender 
such note on notice of the falsity of such 
representations, such refusal will amount 
to such a ratification of the agent’s acts 
and statements as to make evidence of 
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such acts and statements admissible in an 
action to enforce payment. 

Where a principal brings an action to 
enforce payment of a note obtained by his 
agent’s false representations, which he 
ratified, it is sufficient to plead in defense 
that the fraud was committed by the prin- 
cipal.—Higbee vs. Trumbauer, 83 N. W. 
Rep. (Ia.) 812. 

BILLS AND NOTES—ALTERATION— 
PLEADING. 

A reply merely denying the allegation 
of the answer that a regotiable note sued 
on had been materially altered did not 
raise the issue that the note was so negli- 
gently drawn that the alteration could be 
made without exciting the suspicion of 
an ordinarily prudent business man, and 
therefore plaintiff could not rely on that 
fact to avoid the defense.—Bank of Com- 
merce vs. Halderman 1. 58, S. W. Rep. 
(Ky.) 587. 


BILLS AND NOTES—ASSIGNMENT— 
DEFENSES ARISING AFTER TRANS- 
FER—BURDEN OF PROOF. 


A negotiable note payable to the payee’s 
order was transferred by him to a third 
person by delivery without indorsement, 
and such third person assigned it to 
plaintiff, who sued the maker, under Rev. 
St. art. 307, providing that any person to 
whom a negotiable instrument is assigned 
may sue thereon in his own name, but if 
he obtained it before its maturity for a 
valuable consideration, and without notice 
of any discount or defense against it, he 
shall allow only just discounts against it. 
Held, that if the note was procured by 
fraud, and plaintiff showed that such 
third person paid value for it in good 
faith before maturity, or if the defense 
arose after the execution of the note, the 
burden was on defendant to show that 
third person had notice of such defense 
when he acquired the note.—Prouty vs. 
Musquiz, 58 S. W. Rep. (Tex.) 721. 


BILLS AND NOTES—BONA FIDE PUR- 
CHASER—NOTICE OF DEFECT— 
* EVIDENCE. 


Where plaintiff, before accepting a note 
from the payee in payment for certain 
merchandise, inquired how the payee got 
the note, and he said for merchandise, 
and plaintiff went to the place of business 
of the makers and saw ro merchandise, 
but saw they advertised themselves as in 
the transportation business, plaintiff 
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should not be regarded as a bona fide pur- 
chaser for value, on the ground that the 
fact that makers were engaged in the 
transportation business was notice that 
the note could not have been given for 
merchandise in the regular course of busi- 
ness. 

Where, in an action on a note by a cor- 
poration, defendant claimed that plaintiff 
was not a bona fide purchaser for value, in 
that it had been affected with notice that 
the note was not made in the regular 
course of business, it was not necessary 
that plaintiff should call all its officers 
to show that they had not received any 
notice such as contended by defendant, 
the witness called on behalf of plaintiff 
to prove the acquisition of the note, hav- 
ing had exclusive charge of the transac- 
tion on behalf of plaintiff—Union Nut & 
Bolt Co. vs. Doherty, 66 N. Y. Sup. 405. 


BILLS AND NOTES—CONDITIONS— 
ENFORCEMENT—TIME—RIGHT OF 
ACTION. 


The lesser of certain premises gave his 
note to the lessee, reciting a promise to 
pay $100 “on or before four years from 
date,” as security for the payment of $100 
required to be paid by a lease for five 
years of even date; the note to become 
due provided the lessor sold the premises, 
otherwise to be void. The lease reserved 
to the lessor the right to sell, and in such 
case he was to notify the lessee of such 
sale in the months of February or March, 
pay him $100, and allow him to remain in 
possession till the January following. The 
lessor sold the farm, the deed being sub- 
ject to the lease. The lease was not ter- 
minated and lessee was not disturbed in 
his possession by reason of such deed. 
Held, that the $100 stipulated to be paid 
was for the purpose of compensating les- 
see for loss of possession in case of such 
sale, and, since he was not dispossessed, 
the note was void. 

A note reciting a promise to pay “on or 
before four years from date” gives to the 
maker the privilege of paying at any 
time before the end of the four years, but 
does not give the holder a right to enforce 
collection before that time.—Pagal vs. 
Nickel, 83 N. W. Rep. ( Wis.) 767. 


BILLS AND NOTES—CONSIDERATION. 


A note executed to secure the release of 
a claim to a mechanic’s lien asserted by 
the payee was not without consideration, 
even though the payee may not have had 
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a valid lien.—Hildebrand vs. Shippen, 58 
S. W. Rep. (Ky.) 525. 


BILLS AND NOTES—COUNTERCLAIM 
—BANK STOCK—RESALE—SURREN- 
DER—PAROL EVIDENCE. 

In an action upon a promissory note, to 
which a counterclaim was pleaded, to the 
effect that the note was given in pursu- 
ance of a parol agreement for the sale of 
certificates of bank stock by plaintiff to 
defendant, upon the condition that de- 
fendant might, at his option, resell them 
to plaintiff in consideration of the sur- 
render of the note, held, that parol testi- 
mony of such contract was admissable, 
and did not tend to change the terms of 
the note.—Germania Bank vs. Osborne, 83 
N. W. Rep. (Minn.) 1084. 


BILLS AND NOTES—EVIDENCE—OTH- 
ER NOTES SIMILARLY ISSUED— 
CORPORATIONS—EXECUTION OF 
NOTES — BY-LAWS — CUSTOM — 
FRAUD—AGENT’S KNOWLEDGE OF 
FRAUD—NOTICE TO PRINCIPAL— 
NAME OF MAKER UF NOTE—ACCI- 
DENTAL OMISSION—RIGHT TO SUP- 
PLY DEFECT—FORGERY OF NAME 
OF SUBSEQUENT INDORSER. 

Where a bona fide kolder for value be- 
fore maturity sued on a note executed by 
a corporation, evidence of the receiver of 
the corporation that the cash books of the 
company contained no entry of any cash 
received from such notes was properly ex- 
cluded, since it merely showed a want of 
consideration, which does not constitute a 
defense against such a holder. 

Where notes sued on were signed by the 
president and secretary of the defendant 
corporation in accordance with their cus- 
tom of doing business, and other notes 
similarly executed were introduced in 
evidence, which had been paid by the de- 
fendant company, evidence of a by-law 
of the corporation, which required checks 
or other instruments for the payment of 
money to be signed by the president and 
countersigned by the treasurer, was prop- 
erly excluded as immaterial. 

Where plaintiff received the notes sued 
on for value, before maturity, from the 
bank which discounted them, evidence of 
the bookkeeper of the discounting bank, 
through whose hands the notes passed, 
and his discount books, showing when and 
how such notes were received and dis- 
counted, were properly admitted in evi- 
dence, as tending to show that the notes 
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were the property of the discounting bank 
before maturity. 

Where B. was president of the defend- 
ant corporation which executed the notes 
involved in the suit, and also cashier of 
the bank which discounted them, and de- 
fendant claimed that the notes were 
fraudulently issued, an instruction that 
knowledge of an agent of his own mis- 
conduct or fraud on other parties cannot 
be imputed as notice to his principal was 
proper. 

A note was issued on a blank form and 
signed, “G., Secretary; B., President”; 
and made payable to the order of “our- 
selves,” and indorsed, “W. Brewing Co. 
B., President; G., Secretary”; and the in- 
dorsement of the corporation was in the 
handwriting of its secretary. Held, that 
the note was that of the corporation. 

The fact that the name of the subse- 
quent indorser was a forgery did not af- 
fect the liability of prior indorsers. 

Where notes sued on were executed by 
the president and secretary of defendant 
corporation, and the company was in the 
habit of so issuing notes, though the by- 
laws provided for another method, an in- 
struction that plaintiff could not recover, 
because the execution of the notes was 
unauthorized, was properly refused. 

Where there was no evidence of any 
fraud in the issuance of the notes in- 
volved in a suit thereon, instructions as 
to the legal effect of the fraudulent issu- 
ance of a note were properly refused. 

Where notes were signed by the presi- 
dent and secretary of the W. Brewing 
Company, and it was the intention of all 
the parties that they should be the notes 
of such company, an instruction that, if 
the name “W. Brewing Company” was 


‘added to the face of the notes by the 


bank after it had discounted them with- 
out the knowledge or ratification of the 
company, there could be no recovery, was 
properly refused, since, if the name was 
omitted by mistake, any holder of the 
notes had a right to correct it.—Produce 
Exch. Trust Co. vs. Bieberbach, 58 N. E. 
Rep. (Mass.) 162. 


BILLS AND NOTES—NOTICE TO MAK- 
ER—PLEADINGS — CLERICAL ER- 
ROR—APPEAL. 


A note on which suit was brought con- 
tained a promise to pay thirty days after 
notice was served on the maker. The 
complaint set out a copy of the note show- 
ing that it was dated May 22, 1894, but it 
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was alleged in the complaint that it was 
made and delivered May 22, 1898. Notice 
to pay was given May 2, 1898, and suit 
commenced June 6, 1898. Held not to 
show the notice to have been premature- 
ly given, as it will be presumed on ap- 
peal that it was a clerical error, which 
was explained by the evidence. 

Where an antedated note containing a 
provision that it shall be payable on 
thirty days’ notice to the maker is deliv- 
ered by the latter after a notice to pay 
has been given him, suit thereon may be 
brought on the expiration of thirty days 
from the service of the notice, though the 
note had not been delivered for that 
length of time—Raspadori vs. Cresta, 62 
Pac. Rep. (Cal.) 218. 


BILLS AND NOTES—PLEADING— 
—CORPORATIONS—EXECUTION OF 
NOTE—AUTHORITY OF PRESI- 
DENT—POWER OF BOARD OF DI- 
RECTORS—SIGNATURE OF NOTE. 


In a suit on a note signed “R., Presi- 
dent S. & T. Co., R. R. Co.; R., Person- 
ally,’—an answer which denied that the 
note was executed by the defendant cor- 
poration was not sufficient to put in is- 


sue the genuineness of the actual signa- 


tures, since it merely denied the sub- 
scription of the instrument by the cor- 
poration. 

Under a resolution by the directors of a 
corporation conferring on the president, 
as the chief executive of the board, the 
power to incur indebtedness, negotiate 
loans, to contract, and otherwise act as 
the agent of the corporation, the president 
had authority to execute a note whicb 
would bind the corporation. 

The directors of a business corporation 
have power, by resolution, to authorize 
the president of the corporation to -ex- 
ecute notes on behalf of the company. 

Where the directors of a corporation 
authorized the president by resolution to 
incur debts, negotiate loans, and contract 
for the company, the fact that a by-law of 
the corporation provided that notes sign- 
ed by the president and secretary should 
be binding on the company did not pre- 
vent a note signed by the president, with 
out the signature of the secretary, from 
binding the corporation. 

Under a resolution of the directors of a 
corporation that the president should 
have power, as the agent ana chief ex- 
ecutive of the company, to incur debts, 
negotiate loans and contract for the cor- 
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poration, a note signed “R., President S. 
& T. Co. R. R. Co.; R., Personally”—was 
binding on the corporation.—McCormick 
vs. Stockton & T. C. R. Co., 62 Pac. Rep. 
(Cal.) 267. 

BILLS AND NOTES—USURY—BONA 

FIDE HOLDERS. 

Under Code, Sec. 2630, declaring that all 
contracts for the payment of interest on a 
loan or any contract at a higher rate than 
8 per cent per annum cannot be enforced 
save as to the principal, the fact that the 
holder of a note purchased the same from 
the payee at a discount, at a greater rate 
of interest than 8 per cent per annum, did 
not deprive him of protection against 
defenses existing between the maker and 
payee, on the ground that he was not a 
bona fide purchaser. 

Where, in an action on a note, de- 
fendant’s plea set up both failure of con- 
sideration and that the holder was not a 
bona fide purchaser, in that he had dis- 
counted the note at a usurious rate of in- 
terest, the plaintiff was entitled to judg- 
ment, where the first defense was made 
out, but the second was not.—King vs. Peo- 
ple’s Bank of Mobile, 28 So. Rep. (Ala.) 
658. 


CHATTEL MORTGAGE FUTURE 
CROPS—CERTAINTY—CROPS FOR 
CURRENT YEAR. 

A mortgage given in November, 1896, 
on crops to be raised to secure a note 
maturing in October, 1897, is not void for 
uncertainty, in that it failed to state the 
year in which such crops are to be raised, 
as the crop of 1897 was clearly intended.— 
Hahn vs. Heath, 37 S. E. Rep (N. C.) 63. 


CHATTEL MORTGAGES—PRIORITY— 
NOTICE—PROOF—BURDEN—CREDI- 
TORS — ASSIGNMENT — BENEFIT— 
PREFERENCE. 

Where a mortgagee ci personal property 
claimed priority over a prior unrecorded 
mortgage on the same property, the bur- 
den was on him to show that he took his 
mortgage without notice of such prior 
mortgage. 

A debtor executed mortgages on his 
stock of goods to secure certain creditors, 
and two days thereafter made an assign- 
ment for the benefit of his creditors. At 
the time he executed the mortgages, he 
had no intention of making the assign- 
ment. Held, that the execution of the 
mortgages and assignment were not so 
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connected in point of time, circumstance 
and intention as to constitute one trans- 
action, and were therefore not void, as be- 
ing an assignment with preference to cer- 
tain creditors.—Diemer vs. Guernsey, 83 
N. W. Rep. (Iowa) 1047. 


CRATTEL. MORTGAGES—UNCERTAIN- 
TY AS TO AMOUNT—NOTICE TO 
CREDITORS—SEPARATE WRITINGS 
CONSTRUED TOGETHER—LIEN AS 
BETWEEN PARTIES — ASSIGNEE 
FOR CREDITORS AS PURCHASER 
FOR VALUE 


A chattel mortgage reciting that it was 
xecuted to secure “a certain sum of 
money” advanced to the mortgagor under 
a contract entered into on a day named, 
and that a note was executed therefor, 
is so uncertain as to amount that it does 
not, though recorded, operate as _ con- 
structive notice to purchasers or credit- 
ors, but, when read in connection with 
the contract and note referred to, which 
were not recorded, but which show the 
exact amount advanced, it creates a lien 
as between the parties, and is to ve treat- 
ed as an unrecorded mortgage. 

An unrecorded mortgage is valid as 
against the mortgagors assignee for the 
benefit of creditors, any equity enforce- 
able against the assignor being equally 
enforceable against the assignee.—Cin- 
cinnati Leaf Tobacco Warehouse vs. 
Combs, 58 S. W. Rep. (Ky.) 420. 


CORPORATIONS—POWER TO ACT— 
OATH — STATUTORY CONSTRUC 
TION—NOTE—ESTOPPEL 
Acts 1883, ec. 168, conferring on the 

Union Bank & Trust Company “shall 
act as “guardian, executor, trustee, or the 
committee of a non compos mentis,” and 
which by proper intendment includes the 
power to act as administrator, is not void, 
in that a corporation is incapable of tak- 
ing the oath required by law of an admin- 
istrator. 

Acts 1883, c. 168, providing that the 
Union Bank & Trust Company “shall 
have the right and power to accept and 
execute all trusts of every name and kind, 
which may be imposed on it with its 
consent, by any person or corporation, 
whether the trust be that of guardian, 
executor, trustee, the committee of a non 
compos mentis, or any other trust,” was 
evidently intended as a convenience to the 
public; and the phrase therein, “which 


may be imposed by any persons or cor- 
porations,” does not limit its meaning so 
as to deprive such corporation of the 
power to act as the administrator of a 
decedent under an appointment of the 
county court. 

Acts 1883, c. 168, provide that the Union 
Bank & ‘Trust Company may act as 
“guardian, executor, trustee, the commit- 
tee of an estate of a non compos mentis,” 
or in any other trust. Shannon’s Code, 
Sec. 68, provides that the term “executor” 
embraces an administrator. Though sec- 
tion 68 seems to apply alone to the Code, 
the courts of this State have decided that 
such section is to be considered in the 
construction of all subsequent statutes. 
Held, that the act of 1883 conferred on 
such corporation the power to act as ad- 
ministrator, not only from the fact that 
the term “executor” would include an ad- 
ministrator, but the general phrase “any 
other trust” would properly embrace such 
a trust. 

Where a note was executed to a corpora- 
tion as administrator of a decedent’s 
estate, the maker thereof was estopped 
from denying the capacity of such cor- 
poration to act as administrator, in an 
action by it, in its representative charac- 
ter, to enforce payment thereof.—Union 
Bank & Trust Co. vs. Wright, 58 S. W. 
Rep. (Tenn.) 755. 


EVIDENCE—ACCOUNT STATED. 


In an action on an account to recover a 
certain amount claimed to be due plaint- 
it on account of moneys deposited in de- 
fendant’s bank, evidence that book en- 
tries in the books of defendant bank were 
correctly made; that certain notes and 
checks of plaintiff were returned to him in 
due course, some in person and some 
through the mail; that plaintiff made no 
objection, and challenged note of the notes 
or checks; that plaintiff received state- 
ments of the account between himself and 
the bank on various occasions, to which 
he made no objection and offered no cor- 
rection; and that, after plaintiff ceased to 
do business with the bank, he received an 
itemized statement of all his transactions, 
to which he made no objection for more 
than three years, is prima facie proof of 
the execution of the notes and the issu- 
ance of the checks by puaintiff, and the 
books and the notes and checks are prop- 
erly admitted.—Burraston vs. First Nat. 
Bank, 62 Pac. Rep. (Utah) 425. 


“Wi elem creche AS ile ho ar a 
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FRAUDULENT CONVEYANCES—MORT- 
GAGES OF CHATTELS AND REALTY 
—PARTIAL INVALIDITY. 


A mortgage of chattels and realty, 
which is presumptively void as a chattel 
mortgage as to creditors for failure to 
record it as such, but which is recorded 
as a mortgage of realty, is valid as a real 
estate mortgage against judgment credit- 
ors, who obtain their judgments after its 
record, since the whole not being tainted 
by any actual fraud, though dual in char- 
acter and governed by different statutory 
regulations effecting its validity as 
against mortgagor’s creditors, its several 
parts are separable—Chemung Canal 
Bank vs. Payne, 58 N. E. Rep. (N. Y.) 
101. 


GUARANTY—NOTICE OF ACCEPTANCE 
AND ADVANCEMENTS—INSOLVEN- 
CY OF PRINCIPAL—DEMAND FOR 
PAYMENT. 

An instrument reciting that, to induce 
a certain bank to extend credit to a named 
principal, the signers guaranty to the 
bank the payment of all indebtedness 
which may accrue from the principal to 
the bank within a certain time, not ex- 
ceeding a certain sum, for which there is 
no consideration, except the future ad- 
vances to be made, and which is not 
signed at the bank’s request or in its pres- 
ence, is an offer of guaranty requiring 
notice of acceptance by the bank to bind 
the guarantors. 

In an action on a guaranty for the pay- 
ment of all indebtedness accruing to a 
bank from a certain principal within a 
certain time, the principal’s insolvency 
from the making of the guaranty down to 
the commencement of the suit is suffi- 
cient excuse for not giving notice to the 
guarantors of the advancements, or of the 
state of the account at the expiration of 
tne guaranty. 

In an action on a guaranty for the pay- 
ment of all indebtedness accruing to a 
bank from a certain principal, demand 
and notice of nonpayment are not essen- 
tial to a recovery.—German Sav. Bank vs. 
Drake Roofing Co., 83 N. W. Rep. (Iowa) 
960. 


GUARDIAN AND WARD—NOTE—AS- 
SIGNMENT OF—ACTION—PARTIES. 
Where a note for money due a ward is 

taken by a guardian in his own name, an 

assignee of the note may sue thereon in 
his own name, since the legal title to the 
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note was in the guardian before the trans- 
fer, and not in the ward. 

Under Ann. Code, Sec. 660, authorizing 
the assignees of choses in action to sue 
in their own name if the assignment is 
in writing, a written assignment of a 
note taken by a guardian in his own 
name, but belonging to the ward, author- 
izes suit thereon in the name of the ag- 
signee.—Jenkins vs. Sherman. 28 So. Rep. 
(Miss.) 726. 


HOMESTEAD—DISPOSITION OF PRO- 
CEEDS—RIGHTS OF CREDITORS. 


Creditors cannot complain of the debt- 
or’s disposition of money adjudged by 
him in lieu of a homestead.—Huntington 
Bank vs. Bowers, 58 S. W. Rep. (Ky.) 418. 


HUSBAND AND WIFE—BILLS AND 
NOTES—EQUITY—ESTOPPEL. 

Where plaintiff loaned mohey to a 
married woman, and took as security 
therefor her notes payable to her hus- 
band, and indorsed by him and others, 
which notes were void, in that they were 
a contract between a married woman and 
her husband, plaintiff might elect to treat 
the notes as a nullity, and maintain an 
action against the maker’s administra- 
tor on the original transaction on the 
common counts in assumpsit for money 
lent or for money had and received. 

Plaintiff loaned money to a married 
woman, taking as security therefor her 
notes made payable to her husband, and 
indorsed by him and others, and there- 
after the maker’s administrator set up in 
his answer to an action to recover the 
money that the notes were void, as a con- 
tract between husband and wife. Plaintiff 
filed a bill seeking to be relieved from 
the defense on the ground that the maker, 
having received the money, was estopped 
to deny the validity of the notes. There 
was no allegation in the bili of any fraud- 
ulent conduct inducing plaintiff to take 
the notes. Held, that there was no estop- 
pel on the ground of fraud authorizing 
relief against the effect of a rule of law 
rendering void the note of a married 
woman to her husband.—National Gran 
ite Bank vs. Tyndale, 57 N. E. Rep. 
(Mass.) 1022. 
INDEMNITY — SURETYSHIP—FORG- 

ERY. 
Where defendants agreed with the 


obligor in a bond of indemnity to plain- 
tiff that they would sign the bond as sure- 
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ies if G. signed as a surety, and there- 
after the obligor exhibited to defendants 
a bond to which the signature of G. was 
forged, whereupon defendants signed the 
bond, and neither defendants nor com- 
plainant was aware of the forgery, de- 
fendants were not liable, though after de- 
fault on the bond G. made a payment to 
complainant.—28 So. Rep. (Ala.) 576. 


INSOLVENCY—FIRM ACCOULNT—PUR- 
CHASER—FIRM CREDITORS—INDI- 
VIDUAL ESTATE—PARTNER—DIVI- 
DEND. 

A member of an insolvent partnership 
purchased a firm account against another 
member individually at a public sale of 
the firm accounts by its assignee in in- 
solvency. The account was allowed against 
the individual estate of the debtor, and a 
dividend declared thereon. Held, that in 
the absence of fraud the firm creditors 
were not entitled to have such dividend 
applied to the payment of the firm debts 
as a part of the assets of the member who 
purchased the account, since, after he had 
complied with the insolvent laws by turn- 
ing over his property to the assignee, he 
was relieved from further liability on the 
firm debts, and was entitled to purchase 
the assets the same as any other outside 
person.—Bank of Woodland vs. Schwab 
(Sac. 671), 62 Pac. Rep. (Cal.) 520. 


INSOLVENT BANK—DEPOSIT—EVI- 
DENCE OF INDEBTEDNESS — 
CHANGE BY CASHIER’S CHECK— 
PREFERENCES. 

Where a depositor receives from the 
cashier a check against his deposit, the 
cashier at the same time marking such 
sum as paid in the depositor’s passbook, 
it only changes the evidence of the debt 
arising from the deposit, and does not 
amount to an assignmen. by the bank to 
him of the amount of the check, nor 
change the nature of the debt, so as to 
entitle him to a preference over other 
creditors of the bank at the hands of the 
receiver, where the check is not paid be- 
fore the bank’s failure.—Clark vs. Chi- 
cago Title & Trust Co., 57 N. E. Rep. 
(111.) 1061. 


INTEREST—LIABILITY OF COUNTY— 
OVERDUE COUPONS—ACCEPTANCE 
OF PRINCIPAL. 

Under the law of Illinois, as declared 
by the Supreme Court, interest is recov- 
erable only when authorized by statute, 


and the general statutory enactments on 
the subject do not apply to the State, or 
to counties, or municipal corporations, un- 
less expressly so provided; hence interest 
is not recoverable on interest coupons 
from county bonds after their maturity, 
where they contain no agreement to pay 
interest. 

Where interest is not stipulated for in 
an obligation, although it may be recov- 
erable under the statute as damages, it 
cannot be recovered after acceptance by 
the creditor of full payment of the princi- 
pal, and it is immaterial that he accepted 
the principal under protest.—Graves vs. 
Saline County, 104 Fed. Rep. 61. 


MORTGAGES — DELIVERY — NECES- 
SITY — LIEN — PRIORITY — REC- 
ORD—NOTICE—PARTIAL RELEASE. 


Where a mortgage is returned to the 
mortagor after the debt is paid, and he 
attempts to keep it alive as security for 
another debt, a redelivery is essential. 

Where a recorded mortgage is returned 
to the mortgagor on payment of the debt, 
after he has conveyed the premises by a 
warranty deed, which is recorded, the 
grantee can avail himself of such pay- 
mert, as against a third person to whom 
the mortgage is subsequently delivered 
by the grantor to secure a pre-existing 
debt, since such subsequent mortgagee 
was bound to take notice of the registry 
of the deed, though it was recorded sub- 
sequent to the date of the recording of the 
mortgage. 

Where one to whom land had been con- 
veyed subject to the lien of a mortgage 
accepted a release of certain lots, which 
stated that it should not affect the lien on 
the remainder, he was not estopped from 
contesting the validity and existence of 
the mortgage, when the mortgagor at- 
tempted to keep it alive and dispose of it 
after the original debt was paid.—Lan- 
phier vs. Desmond, 58 N. E. Rep. (Ill.) 
343. 


MORTGAGES—EVIDENCE—STATUTES 
—INTEREST—USURY. 


Where one who had foreclosed a first 
mortgage agreed with a second mortgagee 
that if within a certain time, she would 
pay the first mortgagee—$48,000, the 
amount of the mortgage debt—the proper- 
ty would be conveyed to her, and there- 
after such mortgagee made an arrange- 
ment with defendant whereby the amount 
was paid by defendant cn an understand- 
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624 BANKERS’ 
ing that deeds taken by him were to be 
held as security for such advance on be- 
half of complainant, an agreement by the 
second mortgagee to pay $10,000 for the 
loan was void, under Rey. St. 1894, Sec. 
7046, declaring an agreement to pay more 
than 6 per cent per annum void.—Brown 
vs. Follette, 58 N. E. Rep. (Ind.) 197. 


MORTGAGES—FORECLOSURE—COM- 
PLAINT—ATTORNEY’S FEES SE- 
CURED BY MORTGAGE — REAL 
ESTATE—SALE IN PARCELS—PRO- 
TECTION OF INTEREST OR EQUITY. 


Under Civ Code, § 2924, providing that 
a transfer of property other than in trust, 
as security for the performance of an- 
other act, shall be deemed a mortgage ex- 
cept in case of personal property accom- 
panied by change of possession, where a 
complaint on a note and to foreclose a 
mortgage shows the execution of the note, 
and that afterwards defendants conveyed 
to plaintiff certain real estate by deeds 
containing the declaration that the con- 
veyance was intended as a mortgage to 
secure the payment of the note in suit, 
the complaint is sufficient to withstand a 
demurrer for want of facts. 

Where a note contains an agreement to 
pay attorney’s fees, and a deed was exe- 
cuted to secure the payment of the note, 
it is proper to make the judgment for at- 
torney’s fees constituted a part of the 
note. 

Where a decree in foreclosure of a 
mortgage was in proper form, and di- 
rected the sale of real estate in substan- 
tiat compliance with the statute, if the de- 
fendants desired the property sold in sep- 
arate parcels they should have made ap- 
plication therefor, as required by Code 
Civ. Proc. § 694. 

Where a defendant in a suit to fore- 
close a mortgage has an interest in the 
land not covered by the mortgage, or an 
equity he desires protected, he should 
present the matter to the court, and on 
failure to do so, cannot complain of the 
decree.—County Bank vs. Goldtree, 61 
Pac. Rep. (Cal.) 785. 


MORTGAGES—FORECLOSURE — DEFI- 
CIENCY — GRANTEE ASSUMING 
MORTGAGE DEBT. 

Where a vendee of land subject to a 


mortgage assumes to pay the mortgage 
debt, his assumption does not render him 
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liable for a deficiency due on the mort- 
gage after foreclosure, if the vender is not 
personally liable for the debt, since the 
assumption is one of indemnity, and there 
is nothing against which to indemnify.— 
Eakum vs. Shultz, 47 Atl. Rep. (N. J.) 274. 


MORTGAGES—HOMESTEA D—EXEMP- 
TIONS—BONA FIDE PURCHASERS. 


Where the owners of land gave a deed 
thereof to one who had made advances to 
them, and the premises were redeemed— 
notes being given for the amount of the 
advances, and a vendor’s lien reserved— 
the transaction amounted to a mortgage. 

A husband and wife gave a deed of 
their homestead to one who had made ad- 
vances to them, and the premises were 
then redeemed, notes being given for the 
amount of the advances, and a vendor’s 
lien reserved. Thereafter, on foreclosure 
of the lien, an agreement was made be- 
tween the debtors and creditors whereby 
the debtors were to have thirty days in 
which to secure funds to pay the judg- 
ment, and they admitted that the lien was 
superior to any homestead right. The 
debtors failing to secure the money, sale 
was had, whereupon the debtors com- 
menced suit to set aside the judgment; 
their petition setting up no homestead 
right. Subsequently the premises were 
purchased in reliance on the deeds, judg- 
ment and agreement, whereupon the debt- 
ors amended their petition, making the 
purchasers parties, and claiming their 
homestead exemption on the ground that 
the transaction in which the deeds were 
given amounted to «a morigage. Held, 
that, since the purchasers were justified in 
relying on the agreement and record, no 
homestead exemption could be asserted 
against them.—Butler vs. Carter, 53 S. W. 
Rep. (Texas) 632. 





MORTGAGES—LIEN — CROPS — OWN- 
ERSHIP — FORECLOSURE—RECEIV- 
ER—APPOINTMEN’7. 

Under a mortgage of land, “together 
with * * * the rents, issues and prof- 


its thereof,’ the right of the mortgagor to 
dispose of the crops growing thereon is 
not devested by foreclosure proceedings 
until sale under the decree.—Bank of 
Woodland vs. Christie et al., 62 Pac. Rep. 
(Cal.) 400. 


BANKING LEGISLATION AND DECISIONS. 


NATIONAL BANK — INSOLVENCY — 
STOCKHOLDERS — JURISDICTION 
—RECEIVERS. 


It is no defense to a stockholder in an 
insolvent national bank, who is sued by 
the receiver on his individual liability up- 
on an assessment ordered by the Control- 
ler of the Currency, to say that the re- 
ceiver has unlawfully disposed of such 
claim, and that the creditors of such 
claim, and that the creditors of such 
bank will not receive of the proceeds 
thereof as much as they are entitled to. 

A sale made by a receiver of a national 
bank under an order of a court of com- 
petent jursdiction is a judicial sale, and 
the approval thereof by the court has 
the force and effect of a judgment, and 
such proceedings are not subject to col- 
lateral attack. 

The United States Circuit Court having 
jurisdiction over a receiver and ques- 
tions growing out of the administration 
of the assets of an insolvent bank, this 
court will not interfere with such juris- 
diction or the carrying out of its orders 
and judgments. 

A receiver has authority to institute 
proceedings and collect assessments or- 
dered by the Controller of the Currency 
against stockholders of an insolvent na- 
tional bank on their individual liability, 
and satisfaction of a judgment obtained 
in such proceedings satisfies and obliter- 
ates the obligation, regardless of the dis- 
position made of the proceeds of such 
assessment by the receiver of such na- 
tional bank.—Schaberg’s Estate vs. Mc- 
Donald, 83 N. W. Rep. (Neb.) 737. 


NOTES — MORTGAGES — CONSIDERA- 
1VION—PAYMENT FOR ANOTHER— 
INDORSEMENT IN BLANK—FOR- 
EIGN EXECUTORS—ACTION BY 
INDORSEE. 

Where defendant conveyed to another a 
ranch on which there was a mortgage in 
return for certain lots, and gave the other 
a vendor’s lien note on the lots for the 
amount of the mortgage on the ranch, it 
being agreed that if the owner of the 
ranch should pay the mortgage defendant 
would pay the note, but that if the de- 
fendant paid the mortgage the note should 
be canceled, and the mortgage on the 
ranch was foreclosed,and thereafter the de- 
fendant paid the mortgagee, and received 
a deed, such payment, not having been for 
the use and benefit of defendant’s grantee, 
was no defense to the note. 
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An indorsement of 1 note in blank gives 
the holder an absolute right of action 
thereon. 

Where a foreign executor assigned a 
note belonging to the estate, the indorsee 
was entitled to maintain suit in Texas in 
his own name.—Keller vs. Alexander, 58 
ds. W. Rep. (Texas) 637. 


PAYMENT — RECOVERY — ESTOPPEL. 


Plaintiff instructed his bank to remit a 
certain sum to defendant in payment of 
land, and defendant, on request of the 
bank, telegraphed the amount due, which 
was larger than the plaintiff had autho- 
rised the bank to remit. The bank in- 
formed the defendant that it had not been 
able to obtain further instructions from 
plaintiff, but, to avoid delay, remitted the 
amount claimed by defendant, “leaving 
the difference to be adjusted later.” Held, 
that the payment was not voluntary, and 
hence could be recovered aS money re- 
ceived. 

Plaintiff leased land of defendant for an 
annual renc, to be paid on January Ist, 
immediately following the year for which 
it accrued; plaintiff to have the privilege 
of buying the property for a certain sum 
au the termination of tne lease. In April 
of the last year plaintiff informed de- 
fendant that he would give him the agreed 
amount and a proportionate part of the 
rent for the last year in case he pur- 
chased before the close of the year, and 
that he would give him thirty days’ notice 
of when he would make payment, which 
derendant accepted if plaintiff would pay 
8 per cent interest on the purchase price 
in case payment was not made in thirty 
days. On September 21st plaintiff mailed 
a letter giving notice that he would make 
payment in thirty days, which defendant 
denied receiving. In October plaintiff in- 
structed his bank to send defendant the 
purchase price and ten months’ rent. The 
defendant telegraphed the bank that the 
rent was due for the whole year, which 
the bank remitted, and informed defend- 
ant that it would leave the difference to 
be adjusted later. Held, that plaintiff was 
entitled to recover two months’ rent from 
defendant, since it was too late, after 
plaintiff had raised the money to make 
the purchase for defendant, to contend 
that he had never accepted plaintiff’s of- 
fer to take a proportionate part of the 
last year’s rent.—Carter vs. Riggs, 83 
N. W. Rep. (Lowa) 905. 
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PLEDGE HOLDER—WRONGFUL 
TURN OF PLEDGE—LIABILITY 
PLEDGEE. 


Under Code Civ. Proc. Sec. 2996, pro- 
viding that the pledge holder must en- 
force all the rights of the pledgee unless 
authorized by him to waive them, a pled- 
gee is entitled to recover from a pledge 
holder, who wrongfully returns to the 
pledgor notes deposited with him as col- 
lateral security for the pledgor’s debt to 
the pledgee, the value of such notes.— 
Faulkner vs. First Nat. Bank, 62 Pac. 
Rep. (Cal.) 463. 


PLEDGES—SALE—NOTICE. 


Written notice that the property 
pledged by defendant would be sold by 
plaintiffs at half past 12 o’clock the next 
day was deposited in the mail box of the 
president of the defendant company about 
the close of business hours the day be- 
fore the sale, was not received by him 
until 10 o’clock the next day, and ad- 
vertisement of the sale was made in an 
evening newspaper of the same day, and 
in a morning paper of the day of the sale. 
Held, that the notice was insufficient to 
give title to the purchaser at the sale, 
since it gave defendant no opportunity 
to redeem the property, or save its equity. 
—Jacoby vs. S. Jacoby & Co., 103 Fed. 
Rep. 473. 


PLEDGES—SALE OF PROPERTY— 
BONA FIDE PURCHASER—EQUITIES 
—KNOWLEDGE OF ATTORNEY—EF- 
FECT. 


Where an attorney, by attaching certain 
stock held in pledge, becomes aware that 
the pledgor has an interest above that for 
which it is pledged, and afterwards sells 
such stock for the pledgee at public sale 
to the plaintiff in attachment, without 
notice to the pledgor, such purchaser can- 
not hold the stock, on being tendered his 
bid and interest, on the ground that he is 
a bona fide purchaser, since he is charge- 
able with the attorney’s knowledge of the 
pledgor’s claim.—McCutcheon vs. Ditt- 
man, Same vs. Isaacs, 58, N. E. Rep. (N. 
¥.) 9%. 


PRESUMPTION — SUFFICIENCY OF 
EVIDENCE. 


Evidence that a depositor who made an 
undisclosed deposit of money in his own 
name, in trust for his brother, afterwards 
stated that he had made a mistake, and 
would correct it, but tne nature of the 
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mistake, and whether it was of law or 

fact, was not shown, was not sufficient to 

rebut the presumption that he intended to 
create an irrevocable trust in favor of the 
brother at the time when the deposit was 

made.—Robertson vs. McCarthy, 66 N. Y. 

Sup. 327. 

PRINCIPAL AND AGENT—IMPLIED 
AUTHORITY EVIDENCE — SUFFI- 
CIENCY—RELIANCE ON OSTENSI- 
BLE AGENCY NEGLIGENCE. 

Civ. Code, Sec. 2300, declares that an 
agency is ostensible when the principal 
intentionally, or by want of ordinary care, 
causes a third person to believe another 
to be his agent who is not really employed 
by him. Plaintiff sued on drafts 
drawn on defendant by K., and 
cashed for him by plaintiff, which 
defendants repudiated. Defendants had 
given K. books of blank drafts, on 
which to draw on them to pay for hogs 
bought by K. for their account, and for 
several months K. has been in the habit 
of drawing for such purchases. Hundreds 
of such drafts have been drawn, amount- 
ing to over $40,000, and had always been 
honored by the defendants before they re- 
ceived the goods. About a hundred drafts 
prior to those in suit, signed, ‘““K. Agent,” 
had been cashed by plaintiff for K., all of 
which had been paid by defendants. 

Held, that the evidence justified a find- 
ing that K. was the ostensible agent of 
defendants. 

Civ. Code, Sec. 2334, declares that a 
principal is bound by acts of his agent, 
under merely ostensible authority, only to 
those who, in good faith or without ordi- 
nary negligence, have incurred a liability 
or parted with value on the faith thereof. 
Plaintiffs sued on drafts drawn on de- 
fendants by K. and cashed by plaintiffs 
for him, many precisely similar drafts 
having been cashed by them and paid by 
defendants. Held, that plaintiffs could 
recover, since, under the circumstances, 
there was no negligence in cashing the 
drafts in suit—Bank of Ukiah vs. Mohr 
et al. (S. F. 1,550). 66 Pac. Rep. (Cal.) 
521. 

PRINCIPAL AND AGENT—LIABILITY 
OF PRINCIPAL FOR TORTS OF 
AGENT—SCOPE OF AGENCY—EX- 
EMPLARY DAMAGES—DAMAGES— 
CONVERSION—ATTORNEY’S FEES. 
Where it was a part of the regular busi- 

ness of a telegraph company to transmit 

money-order messages between banks, 
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such company is liable, both under the 
general principles of law and under Civ. 
Code Cal., Sec. 2338, relating to the lia- 
bility of principals, to a bank for a loss 
occasioned by its payment, without negli- 
gence, of such an order which was forged 
and transmitted in the usual manner, and 
through the company’s regular agents, by 
an operator in its employ whose duty it 
was, under his employment, to transmit 
such messages. In such case the act of 
the agent in transmitting the false mes- 
sage, although fraudulent and unauthor- 
ized by his principal, was within the 
apparent scope of his employment, and, 
if the message had been genuine, would 
have been within his actual authority, 
and it was only by reason of his employ- 
ment that he was enabled to consummate 
the fraud. 

A principal, though liable to make com- 
pensation for the willful and fraudulent 
acts of an agent done within the scope 
of his employment, cannot be subjected 
to exemplary or punitive damages on ac- 
count of such acts. 

Under Civ. Code Cal. Sec. 3336, -pro- 
viding that the damages recoverable for 
wrongful conversion shall include “a fair 
compensation for the time and money 
properly expended in pursuit of the prop- 
erty,” reasonable attorney’s fees properly 
expended by one in recovering a large 
part of a sum of money obtained from 
him through the fraud of another’s agent, 
for which the principal is liable, are re- 
coverable as an element of compensatory 
damages in an action against the princi- 
pal.—Bank of Palo Alto vs. Pacific Postal 
Tel. Cable Co., 103 Fed. Rep. 841. 


PRINCIPAL AND SURETY—ACTION 
FOR CONTRIBUTION BETWEEN CO- 
SURETIES—EVIDENCE — STATUTE 
OF FRAUDS—ASSUMPSIT. 

Where directors indorse corporate notes 
with the understanding that the indorse- 
ments are joint, and not several, the in- 
dorsers between themselves being co- 
sureties, it is not necessary to entitle one 
of them to recover in an action for con- 
tribution against another, that there was 
a contract to sign as co-sureties. 

In an action by a director of a corpora- 
tion against another director for contri- 
bution for a liability on notes of the cor- 
poration jointly signed by them as sure- 
ties, parol evidence is admissible to show 
that the relation between them was that 
of co-sureties. 


we 


Indebitatus assumpsit will lie by one in- 
dorser of a note against another for con- 
tribution on the contract implied from 
their relation as co-sureties, though there 
had been an express agreement to contrib- 
ute. 

In an action by an indorser of a note 
against another indorser for contribution, 
a parol agreement as to indorsing the 
notes is not within the statute of frauds, 
where it relates to the obligation of the 
indorsers inter sese, aud not to a promise 
to pay the debt of another. 

Indorsers of a note, who pay the entire 
indebtedness, may jointly sue another in- 
dorser to recover his proportion of the 
sum paid. 

Where directors of a corporation in- 
dorse its notes, and on its insolvency one 
of them purchases its assets at a sale in 
good faith, he will not be required to ac- 
count for profits made by him out of such 
purchase in a suit by him against another 
indorser for contribution for payment of 
one of the notes.—Weeks vs. Parsons, 58 
N. E. Rep. (Mass.) 157. 


PRINCIPALANDSURETY—MORTGAGE 

SECURITY—SEVERAL NOTES—DE- 
FAULT IN FIRST NOTE—ANSWER— 
SUFFICIENCY—APPEAL AND ER- 
ROR—FRAUD—PROOF. 

Defendant was surety on notes secured 
by a chattel mortgage, to which he was 
not a party, and which provided that, in 
case default was made in the payment of 
any one of the notes, all should become 
due and payable. The petition, which 
was filed after default was made 
in payment of the ffirst note, al- 
leged that all the notes were due 
and payable, and the answer admitted 
that by the terms of the mortgage the 
whole indebtedness was due “as against 
the maker.” Held, that the answer did 
not constitute a denial on the part of the 
defendant of the alegation that all the 
notes were due, and that, therefore, he 
could not raise that question for the first 
time on appeal. 

Evidence that plaintiff's agent told the 
surety on a note that the maker, who was 
a son of the surety, would pay the debt, 
and that the liability would not fall on 
him, and that the surety was unlearned, 
and weak physically and mentally, but 
not so much so as to prevent him from 
understanding the nature of a surety’s 
liability, was not sufficient to relieve 
him from his surety obligation on the 
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ground of fraud since he was not de- 
ceived as to any existing fact.—Robinson 
vs. Larson. 82 N. W. Rep. (Iowa) 900. 


PRINCIPAL AND SURETY—NOTICE OF 
SURETYSHIP—RELEASE OF COL- 
LATERAL. 


Where the payee of a note against T. 
and S. supposed T. to be the real princi- 
pal, having no knowledge to the con- 
trary, the release by him of collateral de- 
posited by S. to secure the debt did not 
release T., though he may have been in 
fact only a surety as between him and S. 
—Turner vs. Farmers’ Bank, 58 S. W. Rep. 
(Ky.) 695. 


PROMISSORY NOTES—DEFENSES— 
TRANSFER FOR PURPOSE OF SUIT 
—GUARANTY—ACTION TO EN- 
FORCE—PARTIES. 


A transfer of a note after maturity, 
and without consideration, for the pur- 
pose of having the transferee bring an 
action thereon in Massachusetts, entitled 
him to maintain such action in the right 
of his transferror 

A contract written upon the back of a 
negotiable promissory note, as follows: 
“We hereby guaranty the payment with- 


in note,” and signed by a stranger to the 
note at the time of its execution, under 
the law of Massachusetts constitutes a 
contract of guaranty, and not of indorse- 


ment, and is non-negotiabie, an action 
thereon being maintainable only in the 
name of the payee of the note.—Edgerly 
vs. Lawson, 57 N. E. Rep. (Mass.) 1020. 


STATUTE OF FRAUDS—GUARANTY— 
CONSIDERATION INCIDENTAL 
BENEFIT. 

The payee and guarantor of a note were 
stockholders in a corporation in which the 
payee had a controlling interest, and dic- 
tated a policy unsatisfactory to the guar- 
antor. The guarantor and maker bought 
the shares of payee, neither having any 
interest in the shares of the others. In 
payment the maker gave his note, guaran- 
tied by the guarantor, but the guaranty 
failed to show any consideratien. Held, 
that the incidental benefit which might ac: 
crue to the guarantor by having the payee 
out of the corporation, and the maker in, 
did not amount to a new and independent 
consideration, so as to take the guaranty 
out of the statute of frauds (Rev. St. 1898, 
Sec. 2307, subd. 2), declaring that a spe- 
cial promise to answer for the debt of an- 
other is void unless in writing and sub- 
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scribed by the promisor and expressing 
the consideration—Commercial National 
Bank of Appleton vs. Goodrick, 83 N. W. 
Rep. (Wis.) 766. 


SURETY DISCHARGED BY VIOLATION 
OF CONDITION 
A surety is discharged if a condition 
known to the obligee, upon which the 
surety agreed to be bound, is not com- 
plied with.—Rice vs. Fidelity & Deposit 
Co., 103 Fed. Rep. 427. 


TAXATION — RETROACTIVE STAT- 
UTES—CONSTITUTIONALITY — NA- 
TIONAL BANKS—DISCRIMINATION 

INJUNCTION — RESTRAINING 

COLLECTION OF TAXES. 


A legislature probably cannot constitu- 
tionally enact a retroactive law imposing 
taxes for previous years upon property 
which was not during such years subject 
to taxation under any valid law. 

St. Ky. Sec. 4077, enacted in 1892, pro- 
vided for the .taxation of the franchises 
of all corporations for state and local 
purposes. As applied to national banks, 
such statute was held invalid by the su- 
preme court of the United States, as in 
violation of Rev. St. Sec. 5219, which 
prohibits the taxation of shares of na- 
tional banks at a greater rate than is im- 
posed on other moneyed capital. By act 
ot March 21, 1900, it was provided that 
shares of stock of national banks should 
be assessed and taxes collected thereon in 
the same manner as real estate, and (sec- 
tion 3) that such banks which had not 
paid franchise taxes under the prior law 
should be assessed on their stock there- 
under for the years subsequent to 1892. 
Held, that such retroactive provision 
could not be upheld as a curative stat- 
ute, the prior law being void as to na- 
tional banks, and that it was itself in- 
valid, as in violation of Rev. St. Sec. 5219, 
being applicable to national banks alone, 
without any provision for the retroactive 
taxation of other moneyed capital in the 
hands of individual citizens, and it being 
very improbable that the tax thereby im- 
posed was the equivalent of the franchise 
tax required to be paid by other corpora- 
tions. 

Such provision is also invalid upon the 
further ground that it imposes double 
taxation, as applied to a national bank 
which had accepted and each year paid 
taxes under the Hewitt act of 1886, which 
imposed a fixed tax for state purposes 
upon each share of bank stock, and pro- 
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vided that any bank which accepted its 
provisions and paid the tax thereby re- 
quired should be exempted from all local 
taxation, notwithstanding a general pro- 
vision of the new law that credit should 
be allowed for taxes paid under the Hew- 
itt act; there being no provision either 
in the act itself, or in the other laws of 
the state, by which such credit can be 
enforced or allowed. 

A state law taxing national banks by 
requiring their shares to be listed and 
assessed, and taxes to be levied thereon 
in the same manner as real estate, is not 
the equivalent in law, and prima facie 
not the equivalent in fact, of a law re- 
quiring state banks and other corpora- 
tions to pay taxes upon a valuation of 
their franchises, and can only be sus- 
tained, under Rev. St. Sec. 5219, by proof 
showing that in its operation it does not 
result in discrimination. 

A national bank may maintain a suit 
in equity in behalf of its shareholders to 
enjoin the collection of taxes upon its 
shares under a law claimed to be invalid; 
and, where the validity of the entire tax 
is contested, the complainant will not be 
required to pay any part of the tax as a 
condition to the granting of a prelimi- 
nary injunction. First Nat. Bank vs. City 
of Covington, 103 Fed. Rep., 523. 


TAXATION—STATE BANKS—DEPOS- 

ITS—CERTIFICATES—STOCKHOLD- 
ERS—AGREEMENT. 

Where State bank stockholders deposit- 
ed a sum equal to the face value of the 
stock hela at the time of organization, 
and certificates of deposit were issued to 
such stockholders, among whom there 
was an oral agreement that the deposits 
should not be withdrawn, but in case of a 
sale of stock, should pass to the purchas- 
ers, to whom new certificates of stock 
should issue, which agreement was ob- 
served, and the stockholders’ certificates 
were in terms payable on surrender, and 
bore an indorsement, ‘“Non-negotiable,” 
such deposits were properly assessed to 
the bank, under Code, Sec. 1322, provid- 
ing that shares of stock in State banks 
shall be taxed to such banks. State Exch. 
Bank vs. Town of Parkersburg, 83, N. W. 
Rep. (Ia.) 793. 


TRUST—SUBROGATION. 


E., having a claim against the firm of 
H. & B., released it for the note of A., 
wife of H., and A. received H’s rote to 


indemnify her. H. went into insolvency, 
compromised his debts, and, to carry out 
the compromise agreement, got a loan of 
R., turning over his property to him, to 
sell and reimburse himself, and to pay 
any balance to H. The claim of A. was 
proved against the estate, but E. made 
no proof of claim, and all the proved 
claims except that of A. were paid. H. 
gave an order to A. on R. for the bal- 
ance in his hands, on account of her 
claim, which was accepted. Till after the 
discharge in insolvency, all parties 
treated the note of A. as valid. She then 
avoided it, as an undertaking on her hus- 
band’s behalf. Held, that her rights 
against the fund in the hands of R. were 
in trust for E., and that he would be sub- 
rogated thereto. First National Bank vs. 
Hunton, 46 Atl. Rep. (N. H.) 1049. 


TRUSTS—UNDISCLOSED DEPOSITS— 
INTENT—WITHDRAWAL OF DEPOS- 
IT. 

Where money is deposited in bank in 
the name of depositor in trust for his 
brother, but the latter is not notified of 
such deposit, and the depositor keeps 
the pass book, the deposit creates an ir- 
revocable trust in favor of the brother, in 
the absence of proof that such was not 
the intent of the depositor, which trust 
cannot be defeated by the depositor after- 
wards withdrawing the money. 


USURY—ASSIGNMENT OF CLAIM— 
PAYMENT OF USURY UNDER FORM 
OF ATTORNEY’S FEE. 

The assignee of a claim for usury paid 
may maintain an action thereon without 
joining the assignor. 

An attorney’s fee paid to a creditor, in 
addition to legal interest, as a considera- 
tion for forbearance in the collection of a 
judgment, may be recovered as usury 
paid.—Fidelity Trust and Safety-Vault 
Co. vs. Ryan, 58 S. W. Rep. (Ky.) 610. 


USURY—PLEADING. 

An answer in a suit brought by a na- 
tional bank which set up that a promis- 
sory note on which the plaintiff’s action 
was founded was usurious, because the 
payee had reserved as interest an amount 
exceeding the maximum legal rate—the 
figures showing the precise amount of the 
alleged usury being distinctly alleged— 
set forth a good defense, so far as the 
interest claimed on the note was concern- 
ed.—Bates vs. First Nat. Bank, 36 S. E. 
Rep. (Ga.) 949.

THE FIRST BANK NOTE. 


In the showcases devoted to exhibits of 
early printing from Japan and China the 
British Museum Authorities have just 
piaced an interesting addition—a Chinese 
bank note, issued during the reign of the 
Emperor Hung-Wu, A. D. 1368-99. This, 
says the London Chronicle, is the earliest 
specimen of a bank note known to exist 
in any country, and is 300 years earlier 
than the establishment at Stockholm ‘of 
the first European bank which issued 
notes. About eighteen inches in length 
and half that in width, it is a curious- 
looking document. 


BANKERS’ MONTHLY. 


SHIPPING OF THE UNITED STATES. 


The report of Commissioner of Naviga- 
tion Chamberlain considers the past fiscal 
year the most prosperous period known to 
American shipping for some years. Re- 
turns for the current fiscal year promise 
an even more satisfactory record. For 
the first time siuce the Civil War the 
documented tonnage of the United States 
exceeds 5,000,000 gross tons. On June 30, 
1900, American documented tonnage com- 
prisd 23,333 vessels of 5,164,839 gross tons, 
an increase of 300,000 tons over the pre- 
vious fiscal year. Our maximum tonnage 
was 5,539,813 tons in 1861. Our shipping 
was then larger than Great Britain’s and 
nearly equailed the British Empire’s. 
British shipping now amounts to 14,261,- 
000 gross tons. American vessels are al- 
most wholly confined to the coasting 
trade, which employed last year 4,338,145 
tons, or more than the total tonnage of 
Germany and France. Our tonnage in the 
foreign trade was only 816,795 tons, and 
carried last year only 9 per cent of our 
exports and imports. A century ago 
American shipping registered for foreign 
trade was 669,921 tons, while this tonnage 
now in the thirteen original States 
amounts to 482,907 tons. For serious com- 
petition with foreign nations in the ocean- 
carrying trade we are practically restrict- 
ed to ninety-seven registered steamships 
over 1,000 tons, aggregating 260,325 tons. 
Single foreign steamship corporations own 
greater tonnage. Japan has eighty-three 
ocean steamships of over 2,000 tons, ag- 
gregating 286,000 tons. Besides these 
steamships we have 125 registered square- 
rigged sail vessels over 1,000 tons each for 
the deep-sea trade. More than half of 
these are over twenty years old, and as 
such vessels disappear their places are not 


supplied by new construction.

RIGHTS IN RESTRICTED CHECK. 


A Pacific coast banker asks: 

“Where a check is drawn ‘payable in 
silver,” has the holder a legal right to 
demand payment in silver dollars for the 
amount in excess of the subsidiary coin 
authorized as legal tender?” 

The consensus of opinion among bank- 
ers to whom this proposition was sub- 
mitted is that unless the drawer of the 
check has some definite understanding 
with the bank on which the check is 
drawn, the holder of the check cannot 


enforce payment in silver against the. 


bank. He might, however, fall back upon 
the drawer of the check to fulfill the im- 
plied contract to pay silver contained in 
the check. In other words, the drawer 
of the check cannot delegate to the holder 
of the check any greater rights as against 
the bank on which the check is drawn 
than the drawer himself has.
